In reply to your letter of October 5th, I wish to 
advise that Miss Brierly, Teacher of the Glen Vowell Indian Day 
School, informs me that about four children from the far end of 
the village bring their lunches to school and that there are 
approximately seven or eight other children of more or less 
destitute families, who could very well benefit from a hot meal 
or hot drink. Under these circumstances I would recommend that 
Miss Brierly's request for the $7.00 per month for mid-day meals 
be approved. This village is spread out along the river bank 
and is somewhat different from some of the other reserves with 
the houses built in comparatively close proximity to the school. 


This teacher, at some future time, would like to 
commence a domestic science course, having the Devartment provide 
the materials for cooking, which would be used for the benefit of 
the above mentioned pupils. This would then have the dual 
purpose of the scholars peing taught the art of cooking by ohe 
having graduated in Home Economics, and serving such cooking for 
mid-day meals. I would appreciate your comments in this regard, 
which I consider a very worthwhile course to pe taught in all 
schools, where possible.

Qwinoha or Kitwinshilqu is the village at the foot of the 
Big Canyon about eight miles below Aifyansh on the opposite side 
of the swift river, There are two little villages,the old and 
the new,not far apart with a good trail between. Rev. J.B. 
McCullagh has the oversight of this place and for two or three 
years has had school amongst them, Alfred McKay the native school 
teacher is the same man who taught the Lakkalzap school for 
several years. He has built a house in the new part of the 
village,taugnht school there all last winter and is teaching 
there now . Under Mr McCullagh'ss over-sight he has done good work 
not only among the childrenbut in night school among the men. We 
think that this work deserves a grant of $300.a year . i under - 
stand from Mr McCullegy that he forwarded the school returns but 
mail service 19, irregular and leters so often go astray that it 
is possible they were not received. Another possibility is that 
Mr Lorenz,knowing no grant was made for this school ,did not eoh- 
sider he should send them on. I remember some remark to this 
effect.

"@winaha® Indians,and after hearing they had neither teacher ner 
misstenary,accenpanied them back te their village when the fishing 
Was ever.There he has lived in an Indian heuse, the Indians having 
bearded off a corner ef the eld building fer his use. 

Ne has taught an adult Bible class five days a week,atid. has 
alse taught the Indians hew te make bricks,whieh they a¥e using 
fer fireplaces ; has eared fer the sick, besides making many 
referms in the village. 

In the first week ef Mareh,1911,the ¢hief said te Mr. Myers, 
"yeu have been with us ene year new,the winter has been very cola, 
the heuse yeu live in peer,and are feed is ne t Reed. Are yeu net 
tired and are yeu geing te leave us when we @@ away te fish the 
eelichans,er will yeu ceme back ? We shall be serry fer yeu te ge 
are"peephe have learned se much". Mr.Myers replied that 1t was his 
satensien te accempany them te the fishing and then te reurn and 
stay with them.

Dear Sir,---In reply to your ltter (no.388549 OF 
June [4th.Ibeg leave to thank you for the assistance 
promised to our educational efforts among the Indian 
people at Gwinoha, From sept ,I9IOto waroh I9II.I taught 
both the children and adults to the dest of my apility 
without supplies or a buildingin which to hold the 
sohool.Itaught the children from house to house and in 
the evenings on an average of five nights a week for at 
least five months I taught a clase of adults in my own 
room,the attendance ranging from five to twenty,and the 
gegsion lasting from three to four hours.fhe subjects 
‘teugnt the children were reading and writing,and the 
adultes were taught to read and speak the English languace 
in both of which they made fair progress.Iused as text 
Books, the Bible,the prayer book and the Nishga-English 
grammer.I also tried to interest them in world wide hap- 
-peningsto bréaden their view of life,There has been no 
school during April.May and June,because the people have 
been away from the village except one family.Thave no 
doubt we will have every school facility needed for the 
future.Last winter I had the use of but one room in one 
of the Indians houses and not the exclusive, either ,by 
any means,in which to live ,study,sleep and conduct all 
my educational work.

PROSPECTUS. SOS 

Gwinoka is an ladian settlement situ- 
ated at the foot of the canon on the Naas 
River, about 40 miles from the mouth, 
in Northern B. C. It is located on a 
very fertile and level piece of land in 
shape similar to a right-arg ed triangle, 
the sides forming the right angle being 
about two miles long. The soil is a river 
silt and vegetable mould of a depth of 
abcut two feet, underneath which are 
sand and gravel. It is bounded by a 
lava bed, the Naas river and a warm 
waier creek, issuing from undeimeath the 
lava and flowing along the Lase of a 
range of high mountains. Across the 
Naas there nestles among the mountaia 
peaks a huge glacier. 

The people were all heathen until 
about five years ago, when, under the 
earnest ministry of Rev. J. B. McCu!- 
lagh, of Aiyansh, they renounced hea- 
thenism and embraced Christianity. A 
short time after they started to build a 
church and two years ago they became 
anxious to have a White missionary sta- 
tioned in their own settlement. | was 
on the river making a study of the In- 
dian people at the time ro at the ear- 
nest solicitation of the Gwinoha people 
and with the hearty consent of ee. J. 
B. McCullagh | accepted the position, 
assuredly gathering by many unmistak- 
able signs that the hand of God was in 
the movement,and have been promoting 
the work to the best of my ability since 
that time. The work was entered upon 
and continues to be developed on the 


tied on with 
Tavorably reported te_thegovermental 
eadquarters by the Inspector of Indian 
@ducational _ institutions. any kin 
“Trends have been raised up to sustain 
me in the work, being constrained by 
the love of Christ so to do, and I am very 
much interested and encouraged in the 
work and fascinated with the tremendous 
scope for development. 
he work is being prosecuted in four 
departments, namely : in the spiritual, 
sanitar educational and industrial, on 
al’ of which good progress has been 
made. e Indian people have put in 
a good deal of co-operative work on 
their church building and bought all the 
materials with their own money,and have 
so far completed a nice frame structure 
26x40 feet that we have been able to 
hold services regularly within it since 
January 22nd, 1911. No help, finan- 
cial or otherwise, was asked for or re- 
ceived by this heroic native congrega- 
tion until the time came for them to fur- 
nish the church, and this they could not 
do themselves and last spring they asked 
their fellow Christians in the Church 
abroad to come to their assistance. The 
response was disappointing to them, yet 
a few sympathetic friends who admired 
their zeal and honored their faith were 
raised up to their assistance. During 
1911 the sum of $130 was received to 
help furnish the church, but this has not 
heen enough to seat it. They need an 
organ, a baptismal font, a holy table, a 
lecturn and a pulpit and furnishings for 
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the same. There has also been re- 

ceived during the past year $5 for our 

Woman's Auxiliary and $145 in cash, 

a due bill for $30 worth of lumber and 

the donation of the iumber of an old 

building which will furnish enough ma- 
terial to build a mission house large 
enough for all present requirements, but 
doors, windows, floonng, ceiling, shin- 
gles, finishing, hardware, paints, etc., 
must be apne from other sources. A 
small house, 16x26 feet, partially com- 
pleted, was purchased for $100, and 
with a few dollars more expenditure on 
it this has been made fairly fit for occu- 
pancy, but it is much too small for our 
work and entirely unfurnished. How- 
ever, with a few articles lent by the ln- 
dian people we have set up bachelor 
quarters therein. But when this small 
lace has to be used as a bedroom, 

Eitchen, pantry, store room, school, etc., 

it can readily be seen under what dis- 

advantages the work of the mission is 

being prosecuted. The W.A.has been 

very active ia raising money _by_the sale 

oftheir handywork and they have al- 

ready spent in furnishing the church 
and now have about $35 more in their 
treasury. There is a good church or- 
ganization and an enthusiastic Church 
Army. 

An assortment of medical and sani- 
tary supplies, and a book on hygiene and 
home nursing has been received. Our 
efforts in this department_ are_directed 


ail xl lowards reventing serious illness_and 
“ 
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teaching a more sani ode of livin; 
The Indi partment has supplied 
the books and school requisl - 
niture for the day school which we have 
good progress. Kind friends have also 
Supplied us from time to time with mag- 
azines and periodicals illustrating stories 
and current events, which have been 
found very interesting to both old and 
young and an important educational fac- 
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tor. Besides the day school for the 
children night school is held, which is 
well proton by the older folks and a 
broader view of life is being presented 
to them. 

An effort is being made to create an 
agricultural and industrial activity among 
these people, and if satisfactory progress 
is to be made in this department of the 
work, it must_b ed to the 
Indians by actual results that they will 
be able to make enough ready cash out 
of their farming operations to buy their 
groceries, flour, sugar, tea, coffee, oat- 
meal, rice, beans, and other necessaries 
for the table ; their furniture and lumber 
and clothing and whatever else they re- 
quire actual money for, which in this 
valley must amount to at least $500 a 
family per annum. This, of course,can- 
not be done with a spade and a garden 
rake on an indifferently cultivated plot 
of ground 100 feet square, but with po- 
tatoss selling at from two to five cents a 
pound and all other farm products in 
proportion and unlimited market; now 
growing up at Prince Rupert, Stewart, 
Goose Bay and other places within a 
day's run by river boat direct from the 
farm, this would be a very easy task 
even without intensive farming on a sci- 
entific basis. Acres of ground must be 
cleared of its scrub and spare timber and 
the work done with modern labor-saving 
implements and power machinery. It 
has already been demonstrated that all 
kinds of garden stuff grow in profusion 
and of excellent quality and that small 
fruits yield abundantly. The soil is good 
and the clinate is almost ideal for vege- 
table growth. Now we propos? to de- 
monstrate to the Indian the profitableness 
and desirability of farming on the lines 
indicated, but we cannot accomplish 
much without help. 

To prosecute successfully the four- 
fold work of this mission requires per- 
sonal and intelligent atteation aid also a

CHRISTMAS TREE ENTERTAINMENT. 


The fall term of the Gwinoha day 
school was closed on Friday, Dec. 22, 
with a Christmas tree entertainment, and 


oh, my ! if all those who contributed ar- 
ticles with which to decorate the tree 
could have been present to see the de- 
light the event gave to all the people in 
the village they would have been repaid 
ten-fold. Santa Claus has become the 
jolly St. Nicholas of these Indian children 
as he does of all children wherever he 
goes. Willing hands helped to decor- 
ate the school room with three large 
mottoes---'‘A Merry Christmas,’ “‘Hap- 
py New Year,” and “Glory to God in 
the Highest." They also made paper 
flowers and ribbons displaying the na- 
tional colors and other ornaments, which 
made the sehool room look like fairy 
land. The boys went out and got a 
fine large spruce tree. almost a perfect 
cone. We notified those whom we 
knew would be delighted to help to 
make the hearts of these Indian children 
glad during the happiest season in all the 
year early in October that we were ex- 
pecting Santa Claus to entertain the 
school. There was a hearty response, 
but alas Jack Frost seriously interfered 
with his journey by freezing up his only 
means of transportation up this valley be- 
fore the end of Ociober, nearly three 
weeks sooner than the usual time and 
Santa Claus and all his supplies were 
stalled at the mouth of the river. The 
children were in despair, but I said to 
them, ‘Santa Claus will be here all 
right,"” and | started the candy factory 
working overtime. They thought it 
was almost a miracle when part of the 
Christmas cargo arrlved a week ahead 
of time and a fine big bundle was sent 
down from Mrs. (Rev.) J. B. McCul- 
lagh, of Aiyansh, so that we had more 
than enough, and we had to hang a 
baby tree from the ceiling, Ah! was 
not that sight a cure for any heartbreak ! 
The dolls, bugles, swords, dishes, musi- 
cal boxes, handkerchiefs, scarfs, muffs, 
candies, nuts, raisins, dates, gladsome 
hearts and happy faces. 
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INDIAN HOSPITALITY. 


S. W. Pollard, the head chief of the 
village,has been a most hospitable friend. 
We have enjoyed many a good meal 
with him, prepared by his estimable wife, 
Naks Wee-shakes. He is very sick at 
present and it grieves us sorely. Our 
daily prayer for him is that he may be 
restored to health and oo and enjoy 
the comfort of the Holy Ghost. 

Paul Zalu did the handsome thing 
when the people returned from their sum- 
mer's bl the canneries in Septem- 
ber. They arrived late in the afternoon 
after a hard two days’ trip by canoe u 
river. Paul presented them all ‘wit 
some fresh salmon which he had just 
caught and invited them all to supper. 
Paul's body is inhabited by the spirit of 
a great chief. 

A number of the stalwarts went on a 
four days’ hunting trip in October and 
returned with 20 mountain sheep and 
everybody shared in the trophies of th> 
chase. There was feasting until we 
were ashamed to look at a leg of mutton. 

Johnny O'Yea killed a fine big black 
bear and we were all invited to partake 
of a savoury bear stew. There is no 
better on of hospitality than that pro- 
duced by these Indian people. 


IF THE DEAD CHIEFS COULD SPEAK ! 


If the chiefs of the past generation 
could advise the living they would very 
likely speak in the telleesing strain: The 
contiens of life are rapidly changing in 
your valley, dear children. They began 
to change years ago with us, but we 
set our | against it and were blind 
to the good which we now see the 
changes were bringing to us. We are 
glad to see that you continue to fish 
and hunt and follow the customs of the 
past, where they do not conflict with 
the teaching of the Word of God, but 
be wise, and add to your ltfe’s activ- 
ities by learning how to make your 
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gardens, how to keep sickness. away, 
pone your children to leatn how to 
ive under changing conditions. 


Our hearts grieve for Patrick in the 
loss of his wife; for Samuel and Paul in 
the taking away of litfle Sophia; and for 
all the sick and suffering of the village. 


We challenge the world to produce a 
happier Xmas party than that which ga- 
thered in the hospitable home of Rev. 
J.B. and Mrs. McCullagh, of Aiyansh. 

e party was limited in number, but 
England, Ireland, Canada and the Uni- 
ted States were represented by three 
generations of joily humanity. 

NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


All. the men turned out on Dec. 20 and with axes. 
saws and sleighs soon cut up and hauled into the school 
yard our winter's supply of wood. Breakfast and dinner 
were generously served to the workers by Amelia. Eliza- 
beth and Jenny. 

The seats for the church have been ordered and have 
arrived at Mill Bay. but the eaily freeze up has made it 
impossible for us to bring them up river until the spring. 
We hope that the friendo of this mission will see that 
we have more than the seats io bring up. 

We have had no mail since October, and there is 509 
pounds now awaiting a mail carrier to be brought in by 
way of Kitsumkalum for Aiyansh and Gwinoha. There 
is no mail service yet for these up river settlements and 
we need one badly, White setilement is coming in and 
questions are arising the discussion of which is of too 
great importance to be set aside for five months and that 
cannot be satisfactorily dealt wth by the telegraph or tel- 
phone, which have now teached Aiyansh, 

Building operations are brisk in the settlement. Paul is 
building a new house; Wee-la-ha has finished and nicely 

sated the inside of his; Jacob has newly painted his 
front room and improved his verandah; Johnny has re- 
modelled his verandah and warmly partitioned off the in- 
side of his dwelling; Peter has made his house more com- 
fortable; Henry is making good progress in the erection of 
his fine new residence; improvements are being made to 
the mission house and church and most everybody is pre- 
paring cleared ground for next season's gardening. 


The school teacher spent his Christmas holidays at 


d Te Tittle Tealet will give as much pleasure to 
our friends and helpers as the printing of it has given to 
us, it will be a very valuable Christmas gist multiplied 
many times. It will be our suthcicat reward if every 
copy makes a friend for the mission and it would be a 
pleasant surprise to Mr. McCullagh if some of his news- 
paper friends would resurrect to some extent his printing 
outfit, which was destroyed by fire in September, 1910. 
He had a job office well equipped for the mission maga- 
zine and job work at acost of $1,600. The Indians 
subscribed $65 towardsa new outht and $100 added to 
that is all he hes been able to spate to renew the plant.

PROSPECTUS. Set 
Gwinoha is an Indian settlement situ- 
ated at the foot of the canon on the Naas 
River, about 40 miles from the mouth, 
in Northern B. C. It is located on a 
very fertile and level piece of land in 
shape similar to a right-arg'ed triang!e, 
the sides forming the right angle being 
abcut two miles long. The scil is a river 
silt and vegetable mould of a depth cf 
about two feet, underneath which are 
sand and gravel. It is bounded by a 
lava bed, the Naas river and a warm 
water creek, issuing from underneath the 
lava and flowing along the base of a 
range of high mountains. Across the 
Naas there nestles cmong the mountaia 
peaks a huge glacier. 
people were all heathen until 
about five years ago, when, under the 
earnest ministry of Rev. J. B. McCul- 
lagh, of Aiyansh, they renounced hea- 
thenism cal embraced Christianity. A 
short time after they started to build a 
church and two years ago they became 
anxious to have a White missionary sta- 
tioned in their own settlement. | was 
on the river making a study of the In- 
dian people at the time ad at the ear- 
nest solicitation of the Gwinoha people 
and with the hearty consent of Rev J 
B. McCullagh | accepted the position, 
assuredly gathering by many unmistak- 
able signs that the hand of God was in 
the movement,and have been promoting 
the work to the best of my ability sinc 
that time. The work was entered upo 
and continues to be develop€d on the

lines of faith. The position carries no 
salary except a small grant from the In- 
dian Department of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in support of the day school,the 
said grant beginning last April, after the 
educational work which had been car- 
ried on without it for a year had been 
favorably reported to the govermental 
headquarters by the Inspector of Indian 
educational institutions. Many kind 
friends have been raised up to sustain 
me in the work, being constrained by 
the love of Christ so to ae and I am very 
much interested and encouraged in the 
work and fascinated with the tremendous 
scope for development. 

The work is being prosecuted in four 
departments, namely : in the spiritual, 
sanitary, quucaiional and industrial, on 
all of which good progress has been 
made. ‘The Indian people have put in 
a good deal of co-operative work on 
their church building and bought all the 
materials with their own money,and have 
so far completed a nice frame structure 
26x40 feet that we have been able to 
hold services regularly within it since 
January 22nd, 1911. No help, finan- 
cial or otherwise, was asked for or re- 
ceived by this heroic native congrega- 
tion until the time came for them to fur- 
nish the church, and this they could not 
do themselves and last spring they asked 
their fellow Christians in the Church 
abroad to come to their assistance. The 
response was disappointing ta them, yet 
a few sympathetic friends who admired 
their zeal and honored their faith were 
raised up to their assistance. During 
1911 the sum of $130 was received to 
help furnish the church, but this has not 

n enough to seat it. They need an 

an, a baptismal font, a holy table, a 
ecturn and a pulpit and furnishings for 


\re\ 
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the same. There has also been re- 
ceived during the past year $5 for our 
Woman's Auxiliary and $145 in cash, 
a due bill for $30 worth of lumber and 
the donation of the iumber of an old 
building which will furnish enough ma- 
terial to build a mission house large 
enough for all present requirements, but 
doors, windows, floonng, ceiling, shin- 
gles, finishing, hardware, paints, etc., 
must be cnsied from other sources. A 
small house, 16x26 feet, partially com- 
pleted, was purchased for $100, and 
with a few dollars more expenditure on 
it this has been made fairly fit for occu- 
pancy, but it is much too small for our 
work and entirely unfurnished. How- 
ever, with a few articles lent by the In- 
dian people we have set up bachelor 
quarters therein. But when this small 

lace has to be used as a bedroom, 
Eochen, pantry, store room, school, etc., 
it can readily be seen under what dis- 
advantages the work of the mission is 
being prosecuted. The W.A.has been 
very active ia raising money by the sale 
of their handawerk and they have al- 
ready spent $70 in furnishing the church 
and now have about $35 more in their 
treasury. There is a good church or- 
ganization and an enthusiastic Church 
Army. 

An assortment of medical and sani- 
tary supplies, and a book on hygiene and 
home nursing has been received. Our 
efforts in this department are directed 
towards preventing serious illness and 
teaching a more samitary mode of living. 

The Indian Department has supplied 
the books and schooi requisites and fur- 
niture for the day school which we have 
established and the children are making 
good progress. Kind friends have also 
supplied us from time to time with mag- 
azines and periodicals illustrating stories 
and current events, which have been 
found very interesting to both old and 
young and an important educational fac- 


; © 4 


tor. Besides the day school (for the 
children night school is held, which is 
well ‘attended by the older folks and a 
broader view of life is being presented 
to them. 

An effort is being made to create an 
agricultural and industrial activity among 
these people, and if satisfactory progress 
is to be made in this department of the 
work, it must be demonstrated to the 
Indians by actual results that they will 
be able to make enough ready cash out 
of their farming operations to buy their 
groceries, flour, sugar, tea, coffee, oat- 
meal, rice, beans, and other neces:aries 
for the table ; their furniture and lumber 
and clothing and whatever else they re- 
quire actual money fox, which in this 
valley must amount to at least $500 a 
family per annum. This, of course,can- 
not be done with a spade and a garden 
rake on an indifferently cultivated plot 
of ground 100 feet square, but with po- 
tatoes selling at from two to five cents a 
pound and all other farm products in 
proportion and unlimited market; now 
growing up at Prince Rupert, Stewart, 
Goose Bay and other places within a 
day's run by river boat direct from the 
farm, this would be a very easy task 
even without intensive farming on a sci- 
entific basis. Acres of ground must be 
cleared of its scrub and spare timber and 
the work done with modern labor-saving 
implements and power machinery. It 
has already been demonstrated that all 
kinds of garden stuff grow in profusion 
and of excellent quality and that small 
fruits yield abundantly. The soil is good 
and the climate is alos: ideal for vege- 
table growth. Now we propose to de- 
monstrate to the Indian the profitableness 
and desirability of farming on the lines 
indicated, but we cannot accomplish 
much without help. 

To prosecute successfully the four- 

work of this mission requires per- 
sonal and intelligent attzation aid also a 
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good deal of money. As missionary in 
the field it gives me great delight to ac- 
tively promote the work, and if the 
money or its equivalent is furnished by 
“the missionaries at home’ regular divi- 
dends will be paid from the never-failing 
Treasury rich in blessing---not in pro- 

criion to the anount given, but by the 
love that prompts and the sacrifice in- 
volved.

CHRISTMAS ‘TREE ENTERTAINMENT. 


The fall term of the Gwinoha day 


school was closed on Friday, Dec. Q2, ' 


with a Christmas tree entertainment, and 


oh, my! if all those who contributed ar- 
ticles with which to decorate the tree 
could have been present to see_the* de- 
light the event gave to all the people in 
the village they would have been, repaid 
ten-fold. Santa Claus has become the 
jolly St. Nicholas of these Indian children 
as he does of all children wherever he 
goes. Willing hands helped to decor- 
ate the school room with three large 
mottoes---"‘A Merry Christmas,” ‘‘Hap- 
py New Year,”’ and ‘Glory to God in 
the Highest." They also made paper 
flowers and ribbons displaying the na- 
tional colors and other ornaments, which 
made the school room lock like fairy 
land. The boys went out and got a 
fine large spruce tree. almost a perfect 
cone. We notified those whom we 
knew would be delighted to help to 
make the hearts of these Indian children 
glad during the happiest season in all the 
year early in October that we were ex- 
pecting Santa Claus to entertain the 
school. There was a hearty response, 
but alas Jack Frost seriously interfered 
with his journey by freezing up his only 
means of transportation up this valley be- 
fore the end of Ociober, nearly three 
weeks sooner than the usual time and 
Santa Claus and all his supplies were 
stalled at the mouth of the river. The 
children were in despair, but | said to 
them, ‘Santa Claus will be here all 
right,"” and I started the candy factory 
working overtime. They thought it 
was almost a miracle when part of the 
Christmas cargo arrived a week ahead 
of time and a fine big bundle was sent 
down from Mrs. (Rev.) J. B. McCul- 
lagh, of Aiyansh, so that we had more 
than enough, and we had to hang a 
baby tree from the ceiling. Ah! was 
not that sight a cure for any heartbreak ! 
The dolls, bugles, swords, dishes, musi- 
cal boxes, handkerchiefs, scarfs, muffs, 
candies, nuts, raisins, dates, gladsome 
hearts and happy faces. 
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INDIAN HOSPITALITY. 


S. W. Pollard, the head chief of the 
village,has been a most hospitable friend. 
We have enjoyed many a good meal 
with him, prepared by his estimable wife, 
Naks Wee-shakes. He is very sick at 
present and it grieves us sorely. Our 
daily prayer for | <a is that he may be 
restored to health and strength and enjoy 
the comfort of the Holy Ghost. 

Paul Zalu did the handsome thing 
when the people returned from their sum- 
mer’'s ons a the canneries in Septem- 
ber. They arrived late in the afternoon 
after a hard two days’ trip by canoe u 
river, Paul presented them all wih 
some fresh salmon which he had just 
caught and invited them all to supper. 
Paul's body is inhabited by the spirit of 
a great chief. 

A number of the stalwarts went on a 
four days’ hunting trip in October and 
retuned with 20 mountain sheep and 
everybody shared in th>. trophies of th: 
chase. There was feasting until we 
were ashamed to look at a leg of mutton. 

Johnny O'Yea killed a fine big black 
bear and we were all invited to partake 
of a savoury bear stew. There is no 
better ae of hospitality than that pro- 
duced by these Indian people. 


IF THE DEAD CHIEFS COULD SPEAK ! 


If the chiefs of the past generation 
could advise the living they would very 
likely speak in the ‘lew strain: The 
conditions of life are rapidly changing in 
your valley, dear children. They began 
to change years ago with us, but we 
set our faces against it and were blind 
to the good which we now see the 
changes were bringing to us. We are 
glad to see that you continue to fish 
and hunt and follow the customs of the 
past, where they do not conflict with 
the teaching of the Word of God, but 
be wise, and add to your Itfe’s activ- 
ities by learning how to make your 


gardens, how to keep sickness away, 
ge your children to learn how to 
ive under changing conditions. 


Our hearts grieve for Patrick in the 
loss of his wife; for Samuel and Paul in 
the taking away of litfle Sophia; and for 
all the sick and suffering of the village. 


We challenge the world to produce a 
happier Xmas party than that which ga- 
thered in the hospitable home of Rev. 

. B. and Mrs. McCullagh, of Aiyansh. 
he party was limited in number, but 
England, Ireland, Carada and the Uni- 
ted States were represented by three 
generations of joily humanity. 
NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


All the men turned out on Dec. 20 and with axes. 
saws and sleighs soon cut up and hauled into the school 
yard our winter's supply of wood. Breakfast and dinner 
were generously served to the workers by Amelia. Eliza- 
beth and Jenny. 

The seats for the church have been ordered and have 
attived at Mill Bay. but the eaily freeze up has made it 
impossible for us to bring them up river until the spring. 
We hope that the friends of this mission will see that 
we have more than the 2 io bring up. 

We have had no mail since Octaber, and thers is 509 
pounds now awaiting x mail carrier to be brought in by 
way of Kitsumkalum { : Aiyansh and Gwinoha. There 
is no mail service yet for these up river s¢ttlements and 
we need one badly, Whit» settlement is coming in and 
questions are arising the discussion of which is of too 
great importance to be set aside for five months and that 
cannot be satisfactorily dealt wth by the telegraph or tel- 
phone, which have now reached Aiyansh, 

Building operations are brisk in the settlement. 
building a new house; We

modelled his verandah and warmly partitioned off the in- 
side of his dwelling; Peter has made his house more com- 
fortable; Henry is making good progress in the erection of 
his fine new residence; improvements are being made to 
the mission house and church and most everybody is pre- 
paring cleared ground for next season's gardening. 

The school teacher spent his Christmas holidays at 
Aiyansh, printing thes Sitthe magazine. Rev. J. B. Me- 
Cullagh very kindly put_ his small printing outfit at our 
disposal for tre benefit of Gwinoha mission, it the 
reading of this little leaflet will give as much pleasure to 
our friends and helpers as the printing of it has given to 
us, it will be a very valuable Christmas gi.t multiplied 
many times. It will be our suthcient reward .if every 
copy makes a friend for the mission and it would be a 
pleasant woe to Mr. McCullagh if some of his news- 
paper friends would resurrect to some extent his printing 
outht, which was destroyed by fire in September, 1910. 
He had a job office well equipped for the mission maga- 
zine and job work at acost of $1,600. The Indians 
subscribed $65 towardsa new outfit and $100 added to

On September 30th arrived at CGwinoha at 8 Pw. Me We Ao 
Myers met us on arrival and we accompanied him to his house or 
shack, where we had a general discussion on school and other 
matters effecting tne general welfare of the Indian people, 

We As VYERS' HOUSE. 

This building is what we would c&éll a shack and was 
vought by Myers and is occupied by him, The building is not 
palatial in any respect, having but one large room with woou- 
shed attached, and the floor being laid with rough lumber, 

My. Myers had everything clean and there was not the slightest 
trace of any disagreeable smell. In one corner he had his bed, 
ana with wash basin, cooking stove, heating stove and other 
furniture, made by himself,occupied about one half of the room, 
other half he used for the Indian schoolchildren, 
WOODSHED, 
On examining the woodshed closely I found that in one 
he had what we might call a dry earth closet with a hole 
through the floor, and an excavation in the ground of two or 
three feet with a box placed therein, With a bag of slacked 
lime and the ashes from the stove Re was able to keep the place 
quite clean and without any disagreeable odor, As reported to 
the Department that the place was in a filthy bad smelling cone 
dition, it is impossible to comprehend. I cross-questioned Mr, 
Myers about the report and he explained that curing his absence 
last summer, being called away hurriedly down the river by an 
Indian from Aiyansh, he did not have time to clean up the place 
and on account of some of the Tndians having Oolichan oil, 
The Secretary, which is strong.

HOUSE BROKEN INTO. 

I cannot conceive what authority any of these parties 

had to enter Mr. Myer's house during his absence.

As to Mr. Myers himself, I found him neatly dressed 
and clean and tidy in appenrance, He seems to have a strong 
desire to help the Indian people and their children. 

SCHOOL, 

Mr. Myers has been trying to help the Indian children 
with their schooling, having used his own house for that pure 
pose. Neither Mr. Myers nor myself consider this at all a 
suitable arrangement, but in the absence of anything better, 
Mr. Myers has aone the best he coula, and it seems to me that 
the Department should have been requested two years ago to 
provide proper school pbuilding. According to Mr. Myers he 
has had uphill work for the last three years ana has received 
very little encouragement in his efforts to educate the Indian 
children. 

My Myers reports that they have seventeen children of 
school age and expect to have four more this fall. I would 
strongly recommend to the Department the building of a school 
house with the necessary furniture, and also that they have 
the school grounds cleared and fenced,

in 1917 ofthe recommendation of Mr. Cc. C. Perry, who was 
then agent, owing to the poor attendance, lack of interest 
en the part of the two chiefs and the absence of suitable 
school quarters. 


Mr. Agent Collison in a report dated 
July 29, 1920, eteates that he recently visited this place 
and found twenty children of echool age. During the past 
winter these children were voluntarily taught by Paul Mercer, 
an educated Indian from Gitladamicks. Mr. Collison recom- 
mendes that Mr. Mercer pe placed as teacher at Gwinoha fron 
October to March next, at a salary of $60.00 a month. This 
would mean an expenditure of $300.00 for Mr. Mercer's salary. 


When Gwinohe school was closed, Mr. 
Agent Perry wae inetructed to make arrangements for storing 
all equipment and etationery and it ie likely very little 
further expenditure will be required in this regard.

I nave the honor to inferm you that 

there has been trouble at Gwinohe,Nese River,over the rental 
of the school building from Chief Faul Zalu. When Mr.Vangorder 
the teacher,went there I arranged with Zalu that Mr.Vangorder 
should occupy his house,using one room for a school-room and 
the other for hie personal qQuarters.Roth roome were rented to 
me at $7.00 per month as a school building. 

There ie another chief at this point named 
S.W.Poilard,who hae been jealous of Zalu because the latter 
is receiving a little money from the Department;while at the 
eeame time Pollard hae no suitable place to offer the Coverné 
ment,and,indeed,there is no other place in the village that 
can be made use of for school purposes. 

Zalu hee lately beem taking advantage of the 
“eeacher by demanding more rent,and has threatened Mr. Vangorder 
with violence,ae well as actually engaging with him in hand 
“to hand etruggle. I had to have Constatle Phillipson vieit 
this place. 


Pollard,too,nae letely been threatening Mr.Vangord 


The little vislage of Gwinoha has only a@ popue 
lation of 67 Indians,and theese have never taken any interest 
in the school.The attendance hee never been good,and lately 
only three children have been at school. It is possible ,at 
the time all the Indiane are at home and their fréende stay- 
ing with them,which is only for aboubs four monthe in the year,

Sir,— 
Replying to your favour(#383549/1) of date 

August 9th.,I beg to state with further reference to 
the re-opening of the Gwinoha Indian Day school that 
when the school was closed in I91I7 by lir.Perry, on 
account of the small attendance and apparent lack of 
interest on the part of the Indians,I believe a large 
part of the trouble was on account of the unpopularity 
of the teacher, who could not get on with the Indians 

even quarreled with one of the chiefs of the village. 
With regard to school quarters,whilst the village ia 
too small for a regular school building,it will be 
possible to secure suitable quarters in some Indian 
house for a nominal rent, The sun of $65,00.per month 
for five months viz,November to March would cover all 
expenses, allowing $50.00 per month for the teacher and 
$15.00 per month for rent and fuel. In suggesting a 
native teacher,I felt the number of children at Gwinoha 
did not warrant the appointment of a White teacher, 
besides being more economical and also would prove 
satisfactory. The people of Gwinoha have asked for some- 
one to teach their children during the winter months, 
and this work was voluntarily undertaken last winter 
by Paul Mercer,a native teacher, who for a number of 
years assisted the Rev.J.B,.cCullagh at the Aiyansh 
mission, Should the re-opening of this school ve approv-

the enclosed Foguseg seen for school material for 
the Gwinaha Indian Days choo}, During my trip up 
the Nass ve B Fall,I inspected the Indian 
church building used for school purposes and made 
arrangements with Mr.Paul Mercer,the native teacher, 
to re-open school in October as soon as the people 
returned to the village. My visit to the village 
was made on the 25th of September. 

The operation of this school is not entirely 
satisfactory partly owing to the fact that it is 
impossible to give the teacher any personal supervision 
during the winter months when the Nass River is closed 
to navigation, Never-the-less,I believe Paul Mercer, 
who has not the same advantages as atrained teacher, 
is doing his best under the circumstances, The small 
number of children at this village did not warrant 
the appointment of a white teacher and rather than 
allow the children to grow up without any education, 
it was decided to appoint the present teacher, who 
would be able to impart,at least,an elementary education 
and teach the children how to read and write. 

The whole arrangement being only a temporary 
one,I have not recommended any expenditure for desks 
or other school furniture until a more satisfactory 
and permanent building can be provided either by the 
Department or the people themselves,

For this reason school 
was not opened until Nov.18th and was again 
closed on Dec,19th as many of the Indians 
visited Gitlakdamix for the Christmas festivities. 


It will be noted however, that the attendance 
of pupils during the time they were actually in 
the village was very creditable. 


There being very few children in the village 
at the beginning of the year, I considered it 
necessary to close the school for the present. 


In view of the particulars given above, I have 
not considered it necessary to send in a special 
monthly report on this school.

On account of the poor attendance of 
pupils during the months of June and September, 
in each year, the Indians being away from the 
village, Inspector Barry in his inspection 
report of May 5th. last recommended that this 
school be placed on an eight-months' basis 
from October lst to May 31st. 


By this arrangement, which I believe has 
the Department's sanction, the teacher's salary 
will be reduced to $480.00 per annum which is 
not sufficient.In view of the fact that Miss Jater 
’ has been téaching for three years and that her 
work has been very satisfactory, I would recommend 
that her salary be increased to $75.00 per month 
vegsundng October lst.The Brigadier informs me that Miss 
Jater receives no remuneration from the Salvation Army. 
I woulda also recommend as in previous corres- 
pondence, that Miss Jater be placed on the monthly 
list and that her cheques be forwarded through this 
office.

I am informed in a letter addressed to the 
Inspector of Schools by Brigadier W.J.Carruthers of 
the Salvation Army, Wrangell, Alaska, that there has 
been some delay by the Department in giving approval 
in the case of the nomination of Mrs. Suddaby, Nee 
Miss Florence L. Thompson, as teacher of the Gwinaha 
Indian Day School, Skeena River Agency. 


I understand that the fact that she is now 
married and that her husband is physically fit to 
support her has made it difficult for the Department 
to approve of the appointment of Mrs Suddaby as teacher 
of the above named school, 


Inspector Barry points out that (Captain) 
Suddaby of the S.A. is going to Gwinaha or Canyon City 
as a missionary, and that such cases are different from 
those in which the husband is well able to support his 
wife, a former teacher, in which the usual practice is 
that the girl gives up her teaching work on marriage. 


On September 9th last (Captain) and Mrs Suddaby 
called on Inspector Barry here, and were informed by him 
that we had no confirmation of their appointment or 
approval for them to proceed to take up the positions for 
which their Church had nominated them at C anyon City. 
Inspector Barry however gave them all the help he could 
with regard to the classroom work that would be required 
and wrote on the 10th of September to Indian Agent Collison 
with regard to his interview with these people. 


IT am informed by Inspector Barry that Mrs Suddaby 
was trained in the Regina Normal School in 1929-30 and 
holds an interim certificate in Saskatchewan and in Alberta, 
put has no B.C.qualifications. Her total experience extends 
to a little over two years, mainly in Alberta. Her inspector's 
reports are not very satisfactory though for a beginner 
indicate that with training the girl might train later into 
a successful teacher. 


T am informed that she did not impress Inspector 
Barry as a very good candidate for the vacant Gwinaha position, 
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It appears from Brigadier Carruthers’ letter that 
it would be most difficult to find a qualified teacher 
in the Salvation Army who would be available at this late 
date to goto the Gwinaha Indian Day School. 


Under the circumstances, and after discussing the 
matter with Inspector Barry, I would recommend that Mrs. 
Suddaby be appointed as temporary teacher of the Gwinaha 
a Day School for the period Octeber lst to May ast, 

939. 


I believe that the authorities of the Salvation Army 
shoulda be informed that, while under the circumstances this 
nomination is being approved by the Department, it is not 
considered that Mrs. Suddaby holds the necessary B. C. 
qualifications and that such appointment can only be of 
a strictly temporary nature, with the provision that a 
teacher with acceptable B. be my ty te be nominated 
to take Mrs. Suddaby’s place for the academic year 1990 -40. 


In conclusion may I point out that Inspector Barry, 
in his last report on the Gwinaha Indian Day School for- 
warded to the Department under file 15/48930 on May 17th, 
1937, recommended that the School be only operated for 
eight months of each academic year,October lst to May 3Slst. 
As there are hardly any pupils at Canyon City in September 
amd June, it would be better not to attempt to operate a 
school there during these months. 


I would ask that the Department's final decision with 
regard to the opening of the Gwinaha Indian Day School 
and the appointment of Mrs. Suddaby as teacher be sent to 
Indian Agent Collison by night lettergram.

The Department has recently decided to 
approve the eppbintment of irs.

It is understood, however, that other a ee 
will have to be made for the academic year 1929-40. 


In the first place our regulations do 
not favour the employment of married women whose 
huebends are in a position to support them and in 
the second place I understand that xrs. Suddaby Woes 
not possess British Columbia qualifications. In View 
of the fact that there are so many fully qualified 
teachers out of employment at the pores time I 
think you will realize how difficult it is for us to 
justify the appointment of teachers who do not possess 
the requisite academio qualifications. 


I am also informed by Indian Commissioner 
MacKay thet a great majority of the Indians are not on 
the Reserve during the months of June and September. 
Under these oirounstances I am advieed that it would be 
in the best interests of all parties concerned to only 
gonduct the sehool for an eight-month period; namely, 
from October 1 to Mey 31. In nominating a teacher to 
take cherge of this school for the academic year 1959-40 
please be guided by the fact that the Owinaha School 
will only be in operation, during the academic year

In reply to your letter of November 17th with ref- 
erence to suggestion of transferrines Captain H. Louisa 
Bailey to Gwinaha School at Canyon City, I recommend that 
this be done. 


At Kitselas School there were five on the Roll in 
September, and a perfect attendance throughout that month. 
In October there were six on the Roll, one child from an 
outside source, with an average attendance of 5.3. I do 
not anticipate an increased enrolment. 


When at Canyon City recently, there were seventeen 
children there of school age, and I was informed that the 
families would be staying there all winter. If the people 
should move away in April, Miss Bailey could return to Kit- 
selas for at that place the attendance always keeps up in 
fay and June, for the families do not move to the canneries. 


If the transfer is approved, it will be necessary to 
take quick action so that Miss Bailey can be transported to 
Canyon City before the river freezes over.

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EXTRACT from Inspector Barry's Report regarding 
his visit to the HARTLEY BAY INDIAN DAY SCHOOL on May 
16th, 1932. 


Original on File 168-28-6. 


Name:- Mr. James Oliver. Age 68. 


Salary:- $950 - The United Church gives $900.00 ofthis to 
the teacher. No doubt, the difference is placed as rent of 
the Mission House. He also gets $100.00 per annum as Post 

Master. 


Qualifications:- WM. A. Sidney University. Barrister at Law 

in N. S. Wales; First Class Honour Certificate as teacher in 
Hebraska. He never went to a Normal School, holds no certificate 
valid in Canada. This teacher has had 22 years experience in 
teaching, including 9 years at Hartley Bay. 


Health is stated to be good. Had bad influenza lately (?) Was 
operated on for hernia at Bella Bella six years ago. 


Success:- Has no idea whatever of modern teaching. ‘The school 
if I am to judge from the few children present is not properly 
graded. Conditions HOPELESS. 


Nothing whatever could be done for this man. He is far too old 
to learn how to teach. He is perfectly useless in his present 
position. 


StEABKRSE BAAABRBSBAAR ZCBAAAZAEA 


The children .use slates and the small children have no 
exercise books. I told the teacher he must obtain the pre- 
scribed Writing Manuals for all the children. The work of this 
school, if it can be called work, is not properly graded. ‘there 
is no Course of Study available in the school. I believe that 
the teacher has an old one in his own home. 


Register:- This was not completed as to the quarterly averages, 
etc., so these cannot be quoted. In other respects the register 
was well kept. 


General: It is quite hopeless to report in any greater detail 
with regard to the work or lack of work of the children. I 

quite fail to understand why this man has been permitted to stay 
here as a teacher for so long. It is only fair to add that the 
Rev. A. Barner requested me to visit the school, as he considered 
a change necessary. In this I quite agree. I could do nothing 
whatever for this poor old man. He even had to go over to his 
own house to get some chalk for me to use in the schoolroome 
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Ottawa, June 24, 1932. 


Rev. Sir: 


In a report received from vr. G. H. Barry, 
Inspector of Schools for British Columbia, on his 
recent inspection of the Hertley Bay Indian Day 
School, he states that the services of Mr. James 
Oliver, the teacher, «re unsatisfactory and recommends 
a chance in teaching services for the coming school 
year. Further, he is of opinion lr. Oliver is too 
old to carry on teaching work, enc, also, owing to 
lack of any professional training, he is unable to 
give esatiefactory service. 


I would request that the natter of a change 
in teacher for the coming school year receive con- 
sideration. Mr. Barry hes stated that # suitable 
teacher could be obtained from a list of selected 
candidates in his office. If you have no suitable 
teacher in view, I would sugcest Mr. Barry be con=- 
sulted regarding an appointment. I shall be pleased, 
at your convenience, to hear the result of any 
action taken.

With referenee to Mr. Inspector Thorsteinsson's 
report on Hartley Say School, the interior would look bright- 
er, no doubt, if it had a new coat of paint, but it is just 
@ question whether it is worth while to incur any expenses 
on an old building, particularly if a new school is to be 
erected within the next year or so. I will place an item 
in the 1946-1947 Estimates to take care of this. 


Regarding the removal of trees on the west side 
of the school, I will leave that until I visit the place 
again to estimate the cost. Personally, I think there is 
sufficient light coming from the east side. However, it 
might give better light in the early morning if they were 
moved. 


The attendance at Hartley Bay School is always 
good when the people are in the Village. In May, however, 
practically the whole Village moves away to camps for hal- 
ibut fishing and seaweed gathering, and in September they 
are at the canneries. I do not know how this can be ren- 
edied until the people themselves begin to realize that it 
is worth while for the mothers to stay in the Village so 
that the children may attend school; or some scheme might be 
given consideration, whereby three or four families would 
stay home and board the children of the other families.

The permanent position of Constable, 
Indian Reserve, for the Skeena Agency, 3.C., became 
vacant on June 1, 1943, on the retirement of Mr. Alfred 
John Watkinson, on account of 411 health. 


The vacancy vas advertised in April, 
1943, Competition No.43-451, but no applications were 
received. Owing to war conditions, it was thought 
unlikely that anyone would be secured by re-advertisement 
of the position, and the Civil Service Commission advised 
the Department of its willingness to certify the appoint- 
ment of any suitable person who could be secured locally. 
The position has remained vacant, although the need for 
additional assistance at the Skeena Agency is very apparent, 
not only for a Constable, but adequate office assistance, 
and the Indian Agent would welcome the appointment of a 
Constable, who, while not engaged in constable dutios,would 
be able to assist him otherwise, in the agency work. 


As the Indians leave for the fishing 
season, the Hartley Bay Sehool is being closed with effect 
from June 1. It has been sug ested by the Indian Agent, 
in which suggestion the Indian Com issioner concurs, that 
Mr. J. Ae Findlay, the teacher at the Hartley Bay School 
be engaged as Constable and assistant to the Indian Agent. 


Mr. Findlay, wio has been employed as 
teacher since September 1, 19355, is paid salary at the rate 
of $95. per teaching month. He is also provided with living 
quarterse Major MacKay recommends that he be paid the 
maximum salary for the class, Constable, which is /1200. 
per annum. At this Agency we allowed the Constable #500. per 
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annum in lieu of house-rent. 


I would recommend that Mr. Findlay be 
engaged at 41200. per annum, plus $300. per annum, in 
lieu of house-rent, and if you concur in this employment 
I will wire Major Mackay to engage Mr. Findlay on Juns l, 
1945.

I believe these people would profit by a few more 
days rest and I have authorized them to remain in Prince 
Rupert until Friday of this week when I shall take them back 
to Hartley Bay and have a meeting with the Council about 
school conditions. I shall ask Mrs. Tedlock to see a Doctor 
whilst she is in town as a certificate of disability may be 
required to cover this absence.

My dear sir, 

Please accept my heartiest thanks for your 
esteemed favor which came to hand today. It was exceedingly 
kind of you,Sir,to take all the trouble you did,& I only hope 
I may have the privilege some day of more practically expres~ 
sing my great appreciation to you. 

I am very sorry for the irregularity I made in forward- 
ing direct to you the School Returns & Requisition for school 
Material.But it was only after naving written the Indian 
Agent several times in vain that I made up my mind to write 
to you. For we have had a report Mr.Morrow has given up the 
Indian work,& I em inclined to pelieve it as he was always so 
prompt in replying to me. But I have been writing for over 
six weeks or two months & have received no reply as yet. 

Our trouble is this,Sir,& it is no small one. We want 
most urgently 2 school house. Right up to the present the 
school has been held in the Indian room of the Mission. This 
room measures only 13x 15. Last quarter our average was 14.55 
and the one before thie 21.21. For nearly 3 weeks we had from 
23 - 27 children for from 4 to 5 hours every day (put satur- 
day) & this in itself contributes 4 certainly strong reason 
why we should have a school-house. 

And then again dur house is so dreadfully damp unless 
gome change is made I shall lose voth wife & children with 
consumption. Quite recently when we were retiring looking 
under the bed we saw some drops of water hanging from the 
mattress and spring. And this evidently had been the case for 
weeks. The result,as you may imagine,is my wife has contract- 


ed a cold that is not easily yielding to treatment. 
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3028552 
I may say 2& achool house has been already faithfully promised 
poth by pr. Whittington & Mr.Morrow. It was to be built this 
year. But owing to the retirement of Mr.uorrow - which we 
all most sincerely Tegret- & the impending retirement of 
the Rev. Dr. Whittington from the mansgement of our Indian 
District,our work is most certainly suffering. 

I intend to try the Agent again & see 4f ne is at home. 
But if I am not worrying you too much I would be grateful 
to you if you could put in 4 word for us. We have had an £ 
exceptionally good two quarters here. I find improvement 
all along the line. the children are on the whole attentive, 
industrious & apt pupils. And their parents encourage us 
in every way. All we want is a 700d substantial achool-nouse 
anda furnishings. Granted this we can go on and prosper and 
will promise to be hereafter self-supporting 8° far school 
requisites are concerned. 

I am asking for 4 $600. building, & $100. furnishings 
dineluding school materials. Our village in the near future 
will be en important centre as the prospects of 4 railway 
coming & the opening of a new Saw-mill has attracted several 
new families. 

I had several other matters I wiehed to vring before 
you but perhaps you would grant me an interview when I come 
down next week. 

As I have but recently come out from England I am not 

very familiar with the right order of procedure in ® 11 these 
matters under your eare. But if you ean help us forward & 
secure us a hearing from the right source I will be ever 
grateful to you.

We 
tied up for the nicht at Surf Inlet, and on the following 
day proceeded to Hartley Bay which was reached in the 
evening. 


Next morning I went ashore and met lir. Jehe 
Findlay, teacher of the day School who, with rs. Findlay, is 
spending the sumer vacution at the villace. Like other 
villages we visited, I found nearly all the Indians away 
at the cannsries. 


An inspection was mace of the school building and 
some needed repairs were noted. «Tr. Findlay asked to have 
the interior of the school room painted before school opened. 
While no provision was made for this expenditure in the 
present estimates, the expense would »e so small that I am 
in favor of having it done. This matter will be taken up 
separately and the Department informed of the probable cost. 


Mr. Findlay is a very capa ie teacher and takes 
an active int-rest in the welfare of the peopie in his charge. 
I found the village clean and t‘dy. Two new houses have been 
put up in the village since my previous visit.

hearing considerable A@iscussion reearding the lumber 
supplied at Hartley Bay. If my memory serves me 
correctly I wa la that the lumber was not suitable 
for sidewalks ful for building pur- 
poses.

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that the lumber supplied for sidewalks be used for 
an addition to the school. It now appears from 
Agent Collison's letter that the lumber is not 
suitable for the school but could be used for the 
Plank walk leading to the school. I realize that 
you had nothing to do with the purchase of the 
lumber but I think you will agree that when such 
conflicting reports reach the Department from our 
officers in the field it 1s almost impossible for 
us to make a decision. 


You will remember that in my letter of 
December 1, 1938, I wrote to you with reference to 
the proposed addition to the Hartley Bay school. 
Apparently you communicated with Mr. Collison and 
the information contained in his report is no doubt 
@ sequel to your letter to him. 


I now note that the Indians are requesting a 
new school at this point. If you consider that a 
new school should be erected I should appreciate 
your arranging for the completion of the enclosed 
data form. While I am not in a position to state 
definitely I am hopeful that if you recommend a new 
builéing at Hartley Bay it will be possible to 
secure funds for the purpose in *+he supplementary 
estimates. I know you must be very busy but I should 
appreciate having your reply together with the com- 
pleted data form at the earliest possible date.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 19th 
instant with reference to the proposed erection 
of a new day school at Hartley Bay. 


I note that the Indians are prepared to 
give a site but that it will require $500.00 to 
clear and drain it. I understand from your letter 
that no matter what site is chosen clearing and 
draining will be required. 


In preparing our estimates for the fiscal 
year 1940-41 an amount of $5000.00 was provided 
for the erection of a school at Hartley Bay but 
due to the recent dissolution of Parliament it is 
not likely that our estimates will receive con- 
sideration for some months. Consequently I am 
not at present in a position to state definitely 
whether or not the amount mentioned above will be 
eventually secured for the erection of this building. 
Under these circumstances it is not possible to rive 
any authority at the present time for draining and 
clearing the site mentioned in your letter.

Dear Sir: 


An item heving been included in the 1940-41 
estimates submitted to the Devertment for a new school at 
Hartley Bay, Skeena River Agency, the Agent was instructed to 
have the Council consider setting aside a sufficient area of 
the Reserve for school purposes. In this connection the 
Council met on December 14th, last, and passed the attached 
resolution in which the area set aside is described. 


From the sketch and description enclosed, it 
would appear that the site selected is on slightly elevated 
ground a short distance west and north of the present school. 
It is covered with surface muskeg and was partly cleared of 
heavy timber some years ago in preparation for use as a 
village playground. 


As pointed out in Mr. Indien Agent Gillett's 
letter accompanying the resolution, the area will require 
extensive drainage which is true of all the land adjacent to 
the village. The Agent estimates the cost of cleering and 
draining the area in preparation for the construction of the 
school at $500.00. I would therefore recommend that if it is 
intended to proceed this coming fiscal year with the construction 
of a new school at this point that provision in the amount of 
$500.00 be included to take care of this item, 


Inspector Barry suggests that the area set aside 
by the Council be increased to one acre and that a proper 
survey be made. I doubt if the Council would object to this es 
there is plenty land available. A full acre could be set aside 
and the portion in excess of what could be cleared and drained 
for the sum mentioned, improved in course of time.

I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of March 2lst 
in which the lumber supplied in the spring of 1938 for the 
village roadway and the proposed new school at Hartley Bay are 
dealt with. Perhaps I should add here that instructions were 
issued to Mr. Collison on December 7th, based on the informa- 
tion and authority contained in your letter of December lst. 


The first lot of lumber supplied was quite unsuitable 
for the purpose for which it was intended. No doubt it could 
be used to some extent in connection with the construction of 
either a new addition to the present school or the proposed new 
school. The lumber is double dressed fir 1} inch x 6 inch in 
lengths of 6, 9 and 18 ft.; the quality is not above fair. It 
probably would in some respects be hard to work lumber of this 
thickness and width into a new construction, and I am inclined 
to agree that it could be used to very good advantage in replacing 
the school sidewalks which now are very much in need of attention. 


It undoubtedly would be much better to build a new 
school at Hartley Bay than add to the present building, which was 
erected in 1913 and is in need of alteration and repair. I do 
not consider, however, that definite arrangements for the con- 
struction of a new school at this point should be made until a 
suitable site has been decided upon and handed over to the 
Department for school purposes. My opinion is that we should 
have a separate parcel of ground for this school apart entirely 
from Church property. I should suggest that a school along the 
lines of the Bella Coola Indian Day School would very well suit 
the requirements of the Indian children of Hartley Bay.

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You are doubtless aware that Mr. Indian agent 
Collison will reach retirement ege on June 12th of this 
year and as he has been @ long time in the service, 4 
successor would not be appointed until the close of the year. 
Moreover, Mr. Collison hes also the Gitlakdamix School 
construction arrangements to attend to. Under these circun- 
stances I should advise the postponement of the erection of a 
new school at Hartley Bay until late this fall, or early in 
the 1940-41 fiscal year. In the meantime, I shall communicate 
with Mr. Collison regarding a suitable site for the new school 
and an estimate of the cost of clearing the site. aA definite 
recommendation with respect to the disposal of the lumber on 
hand could then be made.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


As requested I have read Departmental 
letter 168-28-5 of March 2lst with reference to a proposed 
new school at Hartley Bay, Skeena River Agency. 


Mr Hoey is quite correct in his memory of 
the lumber at Hartley Bay, which was not, suitable for the 
main roadway through the village, but which could be used 
for an addition to the Indian Day School if the addition 
was constructed in a rather unusual manner, I regret that 
I never was able to convey to Mr Indian Agent Collison the 
plan I had in mind, though Mr Indian Agent Gillett was very 
certain that we could build an addition with the available 
lumber. Mr Gillett had been with me at Hartley Bay on our 
way to Prince Rupert. 


The Indians at Hartley Bay are anxious to have 
a modern school. The present teacher has been a great success. 
There is no proper place for the elementary Manual Training 
carried on at this school. The school is overcrowded. For all 
the above reasons I believe that I might reasonably request 
that a new school be erected when funds are available. The 
Indians are members of the United Church and it is under the 
auspices of that Church that the school is conducted, 


To assist you I am suggesting some replies to 
Mr Hoey's questions:- 


Name of Building: Hartley Bay Indian Day School. 
Location: Hartley Bay near junction of Grenville and 
Douglas Channels some 90 miles S.8. of 
Prince Rupert, B.C. 
Recommend Construction: By Indian labour under a "White" foreman. 
The Indians are intelligent and have 
erected quite good houses for themeelves, 
They however leave the village for fishing 
in the summer, June to September inclusive. 
Building Requirements: Kooms and Accomodation: Number of Punils: 
Zype of Construction: 
Large classroom to accommodate forty children 
The average attendance varies much during the year that during 
the past three years being tabulated below:-— 
School Year: 1935-36 1936-2 
September Quarter 27.0 15.0 
December Quarter 28.5 26.3 
March Quarter 28.5 27.1 
June Quarter 20.5 27.2 
It may I think be assumed that the average 
attendance is some 75% of the total number on the school roll, 
in the village at the time. Accommodation should therefore be 
provided for the maximum easily taught by one teacher, up to 40, 
Cement basement of sufficient size and hight 
to permit of installation of hot air furnace and small Manual 
Training room, and leave room for several cords of wood fuel. 
M anual,Training and Domestic Seience could be taught in the 
present building for a time, but if a school is to be erected 
it would be better to make provision in the new building for 
the Manual Training and also a small room for Domestic Science. 
No living accommodation will be needed for the teacher who is 
United Church Missionary and lives in the Mission House. 
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P Similar type of construction to school lately 
ected at Pemberton would be very satisfactory. 


Description of Site Etc. 


School should be located on site taken from 
Indian Reserve and not on United Church property. 

Present school is to rear of and to one side of the 
new United Church building. 

Some clearing may have to be undertaken and 
surface drains placed to carry water away from around 
basement. Present school is within about 150 yards 
of sea. Village has only wooden roads and walks. 

I believe that the rock is very near the surface and 

that any large excavation is out of the question. 

The cement basement suggested would have to be constructed 

as in many of the Provincial Day Schools above the ground level, 
Outside toilets would be satisfactory as at present. 


Water Supply Etec. 


I have no information on file. Water is I believe 
brought in pipes from a short distance to the rear of the 
village. In any case water would not have to be brought into 
the proposed school, at least at present. 

Toilet Fucilities: 


Outside toilets with excavated pits. 
Heating System Type of Furnace: Fuel. 


Hot air furnace with pipes to two outlets in classroom 
and to other rooms if any provided. Fuel would be wood 
I believe. 


Lightimg System: 
By gas lamps. 
Built in Equipment E*c, 


Two large cupboards with shelves to take suplies 
and books, ‘Windows should be on one side only leaving 
all opposite wall and one end for asbestoslate blackboard 
Opposite end for doors and cupboards. Windows should be on 
left side as children enter doors. Boards should be 4 feet wide 
and run whole length of side and end mentioned above. 
Shipping Instructions for Materials Etc. 


Hartley Bay is a port of call of Union Steam Ships 
from Vancouver. No wharf available. Materials would either 
have to be landed from Union S.Ship by Indian boats, or better 
brought from Prince Rupert by scow and towed to beach on high tide 


Remarks? 

I consider that the Indian Agent should select a good 
site for the new school quite apart from any consideration of 
the present location of old school which was erected by the 
Department in 1913, and is not in particularly good repair, 


I trust that the above information may be of some assistanee 
but suggest that Mr Indian Agent Collison be asked for more 
detailed particulars before the plans are drawn. May I suggest 
that he be supplied with a copy of this letter.

On my visit to the school on December 2nd, 1947, 
there were 42 children present. In November the attendance 
reached 46 and there are 3 pupils still to come in from the 
Canneries. There were 3 children attending under seven years 
of age and the teacher was asked to exclude them. ‘The Council 
was also notified of the request. 


The school is 18 x 24 feet and 10 feet high. It 
is very old and delapidated. Walls are dark brown and ceil- 
ings a dirty buff. Lighting conditions are bad and the 
children's eyesight is in grave danger. Boards are black 
hyloplate and badly worn. 


The Council have agreed to cut away overgrowth 
of brush and small trees around the school to improve light. 
This is to be done free. 


It is recommended that during the Xmas vacation 
the school interior should be painted two coats flat tone 
ceilings ivory and walls cream - trim green. 840 
sq. feet and will require 3 gallons cream paint @ $6.90 per 
gallon. Ceiling is 432 sq. feet and will Feguise 2 gallons 
paint @ gts per gallon. Trim 2 quarts @ $6.90 (green) per 
gallon; pottles "Soil off" for washing prior to painting, 
3 brushes @ $2.50. I quart of turps will cost $3.00 and 1 
quart of green blackboard paint $3.25. Total cost of 
materials amount to $56.90, which total includes $5.00 for 
Soil Off. Labour - 6 aays for 3 men @ $5.40 per day ~ $97.20 


Total cost of Material - $56.70

He sent a full load with one of his big packers 
only to find at Hartley Bay that a south east gale was dDlowing 
and there being nobody in the village, wes ippessible to unload 
and effect a landing. As you know, there is no wharf or float a@ 
this point. As the boat was urgently required for fishing oper- 
ations, the skipper took the load to Rupert where we put it in 
storage. The Captain Wes unable to wait and it has been necessary 
to charter a boat to take this load to Hartley Bay. 


The job took two days and the cost for the vare espenses 
of fuel and oil and the wages of the three men concerned, it 
is regretted that this extra expense should be necessary vut 
there was no other way of getting supplies to Hartley Bay except 
by steamer, The first visit of the steamer on the new schedule

Whereas our day school building program has met with 
considerable success in the other provinces, we have encountered 
many difficulties in British Columbia. At Ucluelet, we advertised 
for tenders for the erection of a two-room school and attached 
teachers’ residence and the lowest tender for standard construction 
was $2,612.00. This same school, we are having built in Saskatch- 
ewan for $29,000.00. As you are aware, we finally decided to erect 
a Quonset school at Ucluelet. 


At Cape Mudge, we advertised for a one-room echool 
with attached teacher's residence complete with electricity, 
plumbing, etc. We are having two such schools erected in Ontario 
for about $17,000.00, The one and only tender received for the 
erection of the Cape Mudge School was $29,744.75. 


At Fort Babine, we advertised for tenders for the 
erection of a two-room Indian day school and teacherage but re- 
ceived one tender only, in the amount of $67,391.00. 


Therefore, due to the scarcity of contractors bidding 
om our projects and the high prices tendered by them, our officials 
4n British Columbia have come to the decision that prefabricated 
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schools should be erected on each of the above three reserves. 
Their decision in this regard has been aided by the satisfaction 
obtained from the company which erected the two-room school and 
teacherage at Pemberton Meadows in the New Westminster Agency 

and the one-room school at Metlakatla in the Skeena River Agency. 
This company is Prefabricated Structures, Limited, Post Office 

Box 489, Vancouver, B. C., and I attach both the previous Order- 
in-Council covering the provision of the Pemberton Meadows School 
and photographs taken by Inspector Davey of the completed building, 


Our officials are perfectly satisfied with these 
buildings and Mr. Indian Superintendent Anfield, who knows how to 
supervise the erection-of- this type-of school from his experience 
at Metlakatla, makes the following statement :-~- et 


"I am satisfied that it will wear well, operate 
economically and that the type of construction is suitable 
and most adaptable for the type of country in the Skeena 
Agency. The school has been viewed with considerable 
approval by the Provincial school Inspector, Mr. J. Shell, 
at Prince Rupert. It is recommended that two-classroom 
schools of this type, with teacherages attached, be con- 
structed at Hartley Bay, Greenville and Kincolith, with 
the least possible delay". 


ith regard to advertising for tenders, not only 
have we our previous disappointments as a guide, but Mr. Anfield 
makes the following statement: 


"I have approached Messrs, Mitchell end Currie, 
Greer and Bridden, both contracting firms of Prince Rupert 
and they refuse to bid on the construction of new schools 
at these three points, giving isolation of location and 
risk re transportation as the main reasons, These and other 
contractors in Prince Rupert have so much other work on hand 
that they are just not interested." 


Mr. Indian Commissioner Arneil concurs in these 
recommendations and points out that these buildings can be erected 
at a cost to the Department considerably less than we could get 
@ quotation from a contractor, In this regard he makes the 
following statement: 
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"You will note Mr. Anfield's reference to the need 
for employment at these Indien villages. Erection of these 
gechools will provide some of that much-needed employment 
and in addition will ensure most urgently required classroom 
accommodation end, as previously pointed out, at @ saving of 
several thousand dollars in each case.” 


The only other company in British Columbia producing 
gchools of this type is Precision Housing Company, which produces 
pre-cut schools. These are much more difficult to erect with the 
type of semi-skilled Indien labour we will have available end are 
not recommended by our field officials. 


Therefore, I have no hesitation in recommending to 
you for presentation to the Minister, the attached Submission to 
Council covering the purchase of three prefabricated schools from 
Prefavricated Structures, Limited, Post Office Box 489, Vancouver, 
B.C., for erection on these three reserves in the Skeena River 
Agency. We have foremen-carpenters in mind and can employ the 
Indians who are fairly competent mechanics and carpenters, under 
white supervision, for the erection of these prefabricated 
buildings.

With reference to Colonel Neury's urmy signal's message 
of January loth, I em forwarding Superintendent Anfield's 
letter of January 21st, wherein he reports with regard to 
the foremen employed on the three scel.ool construction 
projects in his agency and also details the progress made 
On each project. 


We have experienced most extreme winter weather 
conditions in British Columbia during the past month and 
as construction could only be carried on at an exorbitant 
cost, it is felt that Mr. Anfield was wise in laying orf 
the foremen temporarily. 


We had originully intended to ship the first building 
to Greenville but the Nass River froze three duys before 
the building arrived and consequently it was diverted 
to Kincolith and the building intended for FKincvlith was 
shipped to Hartley Hay. The third building is ready for 
shipment from Vancouver. 


There is some doubt as to whether or not we will be 


able to get to Greenville before the end of the fiscal yeur. 
You will be advised when work on these projects is resumed,

You will note from his letter of May 
26th, attached, that he has been successful in making 
such an arrangement at Hartley Bay, but that at 
Kincolith and Greenville, it will cost a total of 
*1,000.00 to demolish the buildings and improve the 
sites. These old buildings are a fire hazard to the 
new school buildings, in addition to which, the space 
they occupy is required. There would appear to be no 
alternative but to recommend approval of the expenditure 
necessarye I doubt whether Mr. Anfield included the 
cost of demolishing these old buildings in his estimate 
of the costs of these new schools, and if necessary, 
would recommend transfer of $1,000.00 of the Appropriation 
for the Joint School, Port Essington, to meet the cost

Further to yours of ay 22, 1950 re above noted sub- 
ject: conversations have taken place with the Councils and T 
am able to advise as follows: (1) Hartley Bay: the council agree 
to take ,rossession of and remdéve the old School Building and re-= 
build it as a Council Hall. As no fire risk is involved at Hartley 
Bay, this is recommended and action will be taken to draw an agree- 
ment with the Counci] to this end. The site of the present school 
is required for a play ground.(2) Kincolith: this is the real ha- 
zard as when the outbuildings are completed, the new school will 
be only six inches away from the old premises, It is recommended 
that $600.00 be made available immediately to demolish this buil- 
dings to pile usable material and burn the rest, leaving the site 
Clean. ‘#en are away fishing now: it is imperative this building be 
taken down whilst our crew and tractor are available.(3) Greenville: 
there is a fire hazard here, though not to great as Kincolith, as 
the old building will be 20 feet away from the new. The men are 
away for the summer: it is recommended the building be torn down 
and everything burned down that jis not salvageable. The good ma- 
terial to be piled off in a safe area for future disposition, 
Cost estimated at $400.00, 


In the original estimate we had planned to remove all nails 
(which are dynamite in a furnage) and cut all waste in to usable 
lengths for fuel. This will] not be done. It was not possible to 
do this before, as al’ buildings are in use.

Ret Demolition of old buildings, 
Hartley Bay, Greenville, Kincolith

I have discussed with Inépector R.F. Davey, the need 
of immediate demolition of the old school buildings at the 
above-noted villages, where new construction is presently in 
hand. 


At Kincolith, the old school is less than four feet 
from the new building. The old structure is at least 50 years 
old and totally unfit for further use as a structure. It will 
be and is a gross fire risk and must be removed. 


At Greenville, the new building will be approximately 
20 feet from the new structure. It is 52 years old and is of no 
further value as a structure. 


At Hartley Bay, the old school is a fairly safe 
distance from the new school but is close to the church and 
Mission House and when unused, would be a fire hazard to village 
structures. 


It is planned to demolish these three buildings and to 
salvage any usable timber and joists for playground equipment and 
perhaps secure enough V-joint or siding for fencing around the 
new school. 


The balance of the material will be cut up for kindling 
and fuel for the new school buildings. 


A careful check on costs has been made and the 
demolition, clearing up and levelling of sites, will cost as

These build ngs were given ‘ree to 
the Indians on the understanding that all lumber, etce, 
would be removed. ‘The only expenditure needed is the 
sum for the filling in o* the old foundation. 


Therefore, would you please refer 
this matter again to Mr. Anfield in the hope that a 
similar arrangement can be made at Kine lith and Lakalsape 


Departmental approval is given 
for the Indian Council rewovinr the old school build ng 
at Hartley Bay and using it as a Council hall.

J have the honour to acquaint herewith the Department that 
of the Teachers of the Indian day schools, belonging to this 
ditrict, that of the Hazelton school - Miss &.J.Soal - is pre- 
eminent for proficiency and applicableness of imparting it, and 
the results derived are most excellent in comparison. 

Therefore, I would respectfully recomend that her salary be 
increased to the amount of j600.00 per annum. 

This Teacher, aside of being highly qualified, applies the 
whole of her time, on 4 very intelligent and consistent basis, 
solely to the progress of that school. In connection thereritn 
she has the happy faculty of ingratiating herself with the pup- 
ile' parents by visiting their homes, in order, to obtain and 
preserve a good attendance where the distractions from school, 
as here at Hazelton, are constant and se varied. 

By an unfailing tact and effectiveness Miss Soal contrives to 
have the cleanest of class rooms, preserves perfect discipline, 
and has moulded the pupils of this school in manners and deport- 
ment, and general good behaviour, reaching as well beyond its 
confines. I here, moreover, bes to add that Miss Soal, as 4 dil- 
igent and continuous worker, has taught school for four years at 
Metlakatla, and took up her present work since the lst of Sept- 
ember 1905; and upon conclusive judgment will remain with it. 

Purely in recognition of the merits this case deserves, aia I 
impelled to recommend the Department's favourable consideration 
coupled with the fact that here, under extisting conditions, 4 
lady's expenses for subsistence are extremely high.

Absence from the mainland at Yassett, ~weSoT. has 
delayed my anawering your letters of Feb 13 and 19, Yo 
67,54081, and 125,342-1 which araited my return. 

T take these letters ae asking for my Candid orinion 
upon what we all feel to be a moat difficult problem. Let 
me say firet that I am most anxious to assist the Depart rent 
in every possible way in carrying out their new policy of 
improved Day Sehools. I have thought the ratter over long 
and onrefully and discussed it with some of cur miesionaries. 
I am quire willing to ssorifice denorinational pride for 
the best interests of the Indians. Allow me to express ry 
views fweely in hope of helping the cause. 

i. No one polioy will suit all parts of Canada. Tt is 
necessary to modify a general policy aoc ording to local 
Conditions. The policy of an improved day school as oute 
linsd by the Department seems to suggest the Prairies rather 
then British Columbia. 

2. Speaking for the Church of "ngland in Northern Pritish 
Columbia let me try and explain the local conditions. 

We began Christian work among the Coast Indians over 
fifty years ago. Our 2,300 Christianized Indians have their 
homes in villages, most of tnem live in modern houses, 
dreus well 46. In almost every village there is a olerzyman 


and his wife and farily. The clergyman is practically a 


doctor. / 


Vithous 
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Without eny remuneration he is constantly tending the 
sick, gives practical advice, tells them the danger of 
evil germs, urges them to keep their houses clean, his 
wife (like Ire. Collison of Kineolith) 18 constantly giving 
the women hénts in dorestio matters, there is a day sohool 
in the village, veually taught by a white woman, a single 
lady who lives with the missionary and his wife. It would 
be imposaible for 4 single lady to live elsewhere in the 
village. The cost of reaching these villages up the rivers 
4 ie considerable. The freight on food 4o. is excessive, 
and yet the Department only allows $300.00 a year, subject 
to reduction, to k°ep up this Day Sohool, pay travelling 
expenses and teacher's salary. I have inspected the Day 
Sehools at Metiacatla, itkatla, Massett, Fineoolith, Lakkol- 
zap, Aiyansh, Gitwangak, Hazelton &. aud found, not as I 
have found east of the Rockies, three or four children in 
a school, but from fifteen to forty five. The younger 
generation of our Indians have all passed through these 
Day Schools and the result is far beyond what tre Departe 
ment could possible expect from such inadequate support. 

I nave heard a young Indian man read the lessons in Churoh 
in Fnglish better than many white men could and yet he had 
had no other education than that obtained at the village 
day sehool. Viewed in the light of relative expenditure 

I have no hesitation in saying that there pas been far 


greater returns from the Day Sehool than the 6: galled 


gra 
Industrial Sehool whioh on the per capita system could not 


appord to keep first clase trades inetructors. It is on 
this ground that I appeal to the Deyartment to use some of 
the money saved ‘from the closing of our Netlacatie Industrial 
Sehool and strengthen these Day Schools which under creat 


disadvantages have accomplished 60 much goode 
It seema 
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It seers invidious for me to name two of these Day 
Schools and leave the others oute I mentioned Vaasett be~ 
cause it is the largest Day School, 50 on the roll, and the 
place is 60 milee from the mainland, and Aiyanah because 
a sohool ridvay between Aiyansh and Gitlakdemike would 
answer both villeges and give a good number of children but 
all these Day Schools should be considered and an inoreased 
grant made. 

Aocepting the policy of the improved Day School and 
applying it to our local donditionsa here what are the 
modifications necessary? 

Prom the description given of our villages it will be 
seen that 2 nurse is scarcely needed. Some one should heve 
authority to inspect the Indian houses and order a thorough 
disinfecting once or twice a MHAKE year. 

Exeept in the aase of a echool midway between Aiyansh 
and Gitledamike a mideday meal does not Seem necessarye 
Vany of out Indiane are adopting out food. They *11,have 
kitchen stoves. ‘They know how to cook. They are not in 
wante It 46 mistaken policy for the Government to reldeve 
the parents Ge duty of providing for their children. 

In re-ard to industrial training, very few of the child- 
ren attending day school are old enough to profit from 4 
course of industrial training. 

Te very best thing the Government could do for our 
Indians is to employ a firet clase carpenter and boatebuilder 
and have him vieit our villages in turn forming classes of 
young men from 16 upe Most of our Indians are very quick 
with tools, the Vassett men build fine schooner8. A skilled 
white man could teach them much that would be most useful 
in a short course. It wonld not be necessary to visit each 


village 
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village each yeare 

Let me now mention the one great difficulty in the way 
of making the Day Sehool meet the need of the ordinary 
Indian child. Absence from home at certain seasons. If 
our Indians lived all the year round in their villages 
there would be no need whatever for Boarding Schools oF 
Industrial Schools except one central undenominaésional 
one for a few of the most promising and perfectly sound 
children, but this is not the oases The cannery se7son 
from June 15 to Sept. 1st. does not seriously interfere 
as most of this 48 vacation time, put in most of our villages 
there is another season which comes in Yareh or April when 
the patents go off and take their children. Theynwould 
gladly leave them behind them if we could in any way house 
and feed them for a few weeks. I have thought much over 
this and takked it over with our leading missionaries. 
Tey all agree that this is the probleme 

Meet this aifficulty and the Day School is all that the 
ordinary child needs, and the parents will not feel the 
separation 96 4n the case of a distant Boarding School. "iy 
child might a6 well be dead® gaid one mother bitterly when 
she found she could not get her ohild back for eight years. 

In some oases only a few of the prople go away at one 
time. If we had a man and his wife in charge, a tent that 
would hold a dozen ehildren, with Diankets & might meet 
the need. Tf think the parents would be willing to provide 
food for their children during their absence. Our Yissionare- 
jes are willing to co-operate as they see the importance of 
keeping the children at sohool. The difficulty 18 that 
an equipment is needed for a short time. 


To come to details. Masett has 50 children on the roll. 
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If anything in the way of an improved Day School is attempt- 
ed, this school should stand firet. If the Department 
takes up the proposal to have a joint smhool midway between 
Aiyansh and Gitladamiks, giving a midday meal I understand 
that the Aiyanesh people will give 1 and 1/2 acres, and 
Gitladamiks the same on the boundary. There is a good road 
winter and summer. Distance from each village about one 
mile. As the Department has promised new school houses 
there should be economy in combining buildings, salaries 
80 6 

As to Hazelton we have a splendid teacher there, Miss 
Soal, who also is e deaconess and visits the native people 
in their homes. I have heard that the lethodists are 
pressing for a Boarding School there. The Church of Fngland 
has in Razelton and neighbourhood about 600 Indians, the 
Yethodists none in Hazelton but in the vicinity (10 miles 
north and 10 miles south) about 270, the Salvation Army 
a few dozen, the Roman Catholics have a village 5 or 4 miles 
awaye 

Plainly the only way to have a successful Boarding 
School is for us all to unite upon an undenéminational 
school with the privilege of giving religious instruction 
to our won flock. So far as our Indians in Hazelton are 
conceri:ed an improved day school on the line indicated 
would, I think, meet the need. Why should the Government 
take children away from their parents and clothe and feed 
the,, When these parents live in good houses, earn good 
wages &2.? 

As I have already pointed out travelling expenses are 
high, the cost of living much greater than in the Bast, 
it ie necessary to offer a man and his wife a good salary 

to make 
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to make it worth their while to go to an out of the way 
Place and live among Indians. I earnestly trust that the 
Department will recognize the fact that the Day Schools 
cannot be made efficient on $300.00 a year. Until I know 
how much the salary is to be I cannot very well seoure 


Capable teachers but I shall be looking out for such.

Dear Sir, 


At our Dioceson Synod held last week, it was decid- 
+ wv BONd one of “= o-rerdonced lady missionaries to 
Hazelton to assist the Rev.J.Field relieving him of the 
Indian School work. 

It ie now twenty five years ago since the Church of 
England began work among the Indians of Hagelton. The Rev. 
J.Pield has been labouring there for nineteen years, teach- 
ing the Indian Day School etc.,for some years he drew the 
Indian Department's grant for the day school but through 
excessive conscientiousness he has taught the Indian Day 
Sehool for the last four or five years without asking for 
the Srant Government grant. The Church of England has erec- 
ted a fine new building for this work and theaverage atten- 
dance of scholars has been very fair. Now that we have de- 
cided to strengthen the school work at Haselton we appeal 
to the Indian Department through you for a renewal of the 
Government grant. Our conference also decided to send a 
qualified teacher to Yishgegas,a Chureh of England Mission 
sixty miles above Hazelton where we have kept on Indian Day 
School for some years past, unaided by the Government ex- 
cept the year Dr.Ardagh taught the school there. We appeal 
for a day school grant for this important station on the 
Babine river. 

We notice in the public press that there is a talk of 
tablishing an Industrial School at Haselton under Metho- 
st auspices. We would most ‘espectfully point out to the 
partment that Hagelton has been for 25 years a Church of 
land Mission and that according to the Government Census 


of 1904 
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of 1904 there are over eix omar Church of England Ind- 
jans on the Upper Skeens River +%s. above the Canyon,and 
two hundred and seventy three Methodist Indians in the 
same Diatrict and if the Indian Department contemplates 
establishing an Industrial School at Hazelton we trust that 
the Church of England may ve accorded the privilege of 
securing teachers «farm instructor ,&c., 

Ae there is no mail up the Skeena river at present 
I am sending this letter direct to you as Superintendent 
writing another with a copy of this enclosed to Mr. RE. 
Loring the Indian Agent at Haselton. The Diocese of Caled- 
onia covers the Northern half of British Columbia.

I have your letter of the 9th instant, en- 
closing a communication from Rev. B-. Shearman, teacher of 
pe Hazelton Indian Day School, requesting an increase 

n salary. 


In this connection I have to say that the salary 
rating at all schools has been set by the Civil Service 
Commission and the Treasury Board. When Mr. Shearman was 
transferred from the position as teacher of the Kitkatla 
School, it wae definitely pointed out, in official commun- 
deation to you, dated August 20th, last, that the salary 
rating for the Hazelton School is $850 per year. However, 
in view of the fact thet Mr. Shearman has a larger attend- 
ance at the Hazelton School than he had at Kitkatla and 
also that fuel was allowed him at the last named school, 
4t is considered that the only assistance that could be 
given in lieu of an increase in his salary would be to 
oe the wood and coal required for use in his res- 

ence. 


If Mr. Shearman has already secured the full 
quantity of wood and coal required for the present winter's 
use, you should obtain receipts from him, covering the 
payment. You should then prepare & voucher, in triplicate, 
for the amount, certify same, attach receipte and forward 
to the Department. Consideration will then be given to 
reimbursing Mr. Shearman towards the costes of his outlay 
in the purchase of the fuel. However, if he has not 
procured the full quantity he requires for the balance of 
the present echool year, you may arrange for the purchase 
and forward certified accounts, in the usual manner, for 
payment. 


It should be definitely understood that the 
Department will be responsible only for the quantity of 
coal and wood required and will not be prepared to pay the 
cost of coal oil. This authority is for the supplying of 
the fuel for the use of the teacher'during the presen 
adademic year only. It will be necessary to obtain 
authority before purchase of fuel is made for the next 
academic year. Please quote on your voucher the date and 
number of this letter as your authority when forwarding 
the accounts for payment of the fuel Rapinee for the 
teacher's use dUring the present academic year.

With further reference to your letter 156-29-1 
of July 20th last and in continuation of my 15/6/49867 of 
July 28th I wish to confirm the contents of my radio message 
of the 21st instant. 


A letter from the Right Reverend G.A.Rix, D.D., 
Bishop of Caledonia, dated August 17th in Prince Rupert has 
been received by Captain Barry, Inspector of Schools. In this 
letter Bishop Rix nominates a Mr. Frank Burling of P.O0.Box 133 
Lloydminster, Saskatchewan, as teacher of the Hazelton Indian 
Day School, Babine Agency. 


It would appear that Mr. Burling has taught in 
England and in Saskatchewan, is married, and about 48 years of age. 
Neither Captain Barry or I know anything further about this man. 


As it is now rather late in the vacation it appeared 
best to recommend the appointment of Mr. Burling as teacher of 
the Hazelton Indian Day School on probation, and to have our 
Inspector visit the Hazelton School when he is again in the 
northern part of the Province, probably in October. 


While in Vancouver last week on other Departmental 
duties, Inspector Barry called on Dre $.S.Osterhout of the 
United Church of Canada, at the latter's request, to discuss a 
number of nominations which Dr. Osterhout proposed to send to 
the United Church officials in Toronto, for transmission to 
the Indian Affairs Branch in Ottawa. These included the following: 


Bella Coola Indian Vay School: ‘ur. Re Kelly from the Kitselas 
Indian Day School on transfer.

oi is to be forwarded to the Indian 
Affairs Branch in Ottawa from Toronto. 
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Inspector Barry informs me that in the past 

hen approval has been given by the Indian Affairs Branch 
for the appointment of a teacher of an Indian Day School 
nominated by one or other of the Churches concerned, a 
copy of the Department's letter of instructions to the 
Indian Agent involved has generally been sent to the 
Indian Commissioner in Victoria. It is from such copies 
of letters to the Indian Agents that the Inspector is able 
to keep our list of teachers in Indian Schools up to date. 


Thus far this year I have received information of 
the appointment of teachers to vacant positions in the 
fancouver, Lytton, Okanagan, and Kwawkewlth Agencies. 


When the nominations of the United Church have been 
considered in Ottawa, I should be glad to receive copies of 
the letters sent to the various Indian Agents. I shall thus 
be in a position to kmow the names of the teachers in all 
the Indian Schools in British Columbia, which I regret I 
do not at the moment. The information sent will be passed 
on to the In@pector of Schools for his lists and the letters 
filed in my office for future referenee. 


Miss E. Aylwin,the teacher of the Kincolith Indian 
Day School Skeena River Agency, was nominated in June by 
the Right Reverend the Bishop of the Cariboo as teacher of 
the Shulus Indian Day School, Nicola Agency. In accordance 
with Departmental instructions a confidential report was 
made by Inspector Barry to Mr. Indian Agent Barber for 
transmission to Ottawa, but no notification of the approval 
of the Indian Affairs Branch for this transfer has as far as 
I know been received here. If Miss Aylwin has been transferred 
as seems probable, I have not been informed of the appointment 
of a teacher at Kincolith, Skeena River Agency. 


It would in my opinion be better if all nominations in B.C. 
of teachers to fill vacant positions be made through the 
Indian Commissioner's office. I should thus be in a position 
to advise the Indian Affairs Branch with regard to the special 
needs of the school in question and of the qualifications of 
the candidates nominated. I do not believe that it would be 
difficult for the Church authorities to forward their lists 
to me in the first place instead of directly to you in Ottawa. 
Through out Inspector here confidential inquiries can be made 
and information gathered with regard to candidates which would 
not be available in Ottawa. Inspector Barry considers that 
so far several very unsuitable nominations have been made, but 
that owing to the system in use nothing can be done about these 
at the present time. He tells me that Archbishop W.M.Duke of 
Vancouver and Dr. S.S.Osterhout have shown their desire to 
cooperate with him in the selection of the best possible 
candidates before forwarding their nominations to Ottawa.

I would egpreeiete your advising me, as soon as possible, 
whether or not Mr. Noel Stewart intends to return in September as 
teacher of the Hazelton Indian Day School. 


You should get in touch, at once, with Mr. Stewart and 
obtain this information and, if he advises you that he intends to 
return, you should notify him that the Department considers that he 
should attend the next session of the Provincial Summer School in 
Victoria, in order that he may obtain some further training in 
primary work. 


In reporting regarding his inspection of this school on 
May 26th, Inspector Barry writes:- 


"I would ask the Indian Affairs Branch to write 
Mr. Stewart with regard to summer school, the necessity 
for the preservation of control in the schoolroom without 
the present excessive use of corporal punishment, and the 
advisability of following the suggestions of the Inspector 
in regard to teaching methods and Grade limitations in the 


various classes. With continued help, this young man may 
train into a good practical teacher. 


If Mr. Stewart returns to the Hazelton School, you should 
direct his attention to the necessity of preserving control in the 
classroom without the excessive use of corporal punishment and you 
should, also, inform him that he is expected to Carry out suggestions 
made by Inspector Barry in regard to teaching methods and erade

Name of Teacher: Mr. Noe] Stewart Age 26. 


This teacher is a very active young man. He has 
very little idea of actual teaching technique. He tells 
me that although he has had five years experience and 
regular inspection, he has never been told what to do and 
where he is failing. He seemed to be very glad to have my 
advice and critical evaluation of his work, andhe promised 
me that he would change his somewhat harsh methods at once. 
He was advised to attend the Provincial Summer School in 
Victoria this year and to qualify in Primary Work of which he is 
rather 4gnorant at present. He may turn out a good teacher

Attendance problem: remedies suggested, etc. 


The children are not attending well owing to the 
fact that the teacher straps far too much, and fails to 
visit the parents when children are away. He has relied 
on the R.C.M.P. and ruined the tone of the school so well 
built up by the previous teacher. I have instructed the 
present teacher to visit the parents of all his pupils and 
not only those who may happen to be Anglicans. 


IN SUBMITTING THE ABOVE REPORT TO MAJOR D. M. MACKAY, 
INDIAN COMMISSIONER, MR. BARRY WRITES AS FOLLOWS: 


I understand that Mr. Noel Stewart will probably be 
leaving Hazelton at the end of June. I have not been 
officially informed of this fact, but I know that this young 
man is seeking the nomination to the Shulus Indian Day 
School in the Nicola Agency, and will call upon the Right 
Reverend the Bishop of Cariboo when passing through Kamloops 
on his way to Victoria. 


It is very necessary that Mr. Stewart attend the next 
session of the Provincial Summer School in Victoria in July. 
He must take some training in Primary Work if he 1s to be a 
success in an Indian day school. 


I would ask the Indian Affairs Branch to write Mr.

Extract from Inspector Barry's report on the 
Hazelton Indian Day School dated October 16, 1938: 


I am not satisfied with the progress being 
made by the children here. Many are dirty and 
poorly dressed. 


The Indian Agent has been very ill and not able 
to exercise a constant supervision of this school 
during the past year or I am certain he would not 
have permitted the present state of things to continue. 


I consider that the fault lies with the Anglican 
authority, the Right Rev. Bishop Rix, in nominating 
Missionary teachers without B.C. qualifications, who 
are in fact quite unable to teach the school, whatever 
they may or may not be able to do as Missionaries. 


As Mr. Frank Burling's appointment was temporary 
in the first place so that we could see how well he got 
on here, I would recommend strongly that the Department 
arrange with Bishop Rix for a properly qualified teacher 
to be placed here as from September 1939 at latest.

Extract from Inspector Barry’s report on the 
Hazelton Indian Day School dated October 16, 1938. 


As you will see from my report I do not 
consider that Mr. Burling is a success here. He does 
not have the respect of the Indian parents who consider, 
the Indian Agent states, that their children are just 
wasting their time in school They give this as a reason 
for not sending the children regularly. 


As Mr. Burling only holds a temporary appointment 
and does not have a B.C. teacher's certificate, I see 
no reason why I should recommend that he be retained 
here. 


We require a well qualified B.C. teacher with 
experience. The practice of appointing the local 
Missionary of the Anglican Chureh is a poor one, though 
I have little hope that the Department will wish to 
change this till the two room Indian day school which 
I have recommended is erected. 


I do consider that the Right Reverend Bishop Rix 
should be asked to nominate a properly qualified B.C. 
trained teacher to succeed Mr. Burling at the end of 
the present academic year, if not sooner. 


I am very sorry that I have to report in this 
unsatisfactory way on Mr. Burling's work. In my last 
report on this school, very soon after his appointment, 
I expressed the hope that with an experienced teacher 
the children would make rapid progress. It is however 
my duty to point out that the present condition of the 
Hazelton Indian day school is highly unsatisfactory. 
The Indian Agent is, I believe, well aware of this, 
though, owing to his illness, he has only been able to 
visit the school once since my last inspection.

I am in receipt of a report from Inspector 
Barry regarding his inspection of the Hazelton

It appears that Mr. Burling is not a success 
at Hazelton.

As 
a result the children are attending very irregularly.

After I received your last letter re the Hazelten School I 
determined I would say no more about it. But recently there 
are developments there which urge me to again write you. 


When the natives heard that there was the probability of Mr. 
Burling being removed, they were up in arms and held indig- 
nation meetings. They had two meetings, at the second of 
which they passed unanimously resolutions declaring their 
entire satisfaction with Mr, Burling as a teacher and citizen. 


I got to know of this through the Editor of a Prince Rupert 
paper to whom they had sent a long communication signed by 
the @hief native of Hazelton. It contained a great deal of 
adverse criticism of the Indian Agent, going back over several 
years, which I advised the Editor not to publish as it was 
extremely personal and most of it out of date. However, he 
did publish the enclosed, which will show you that some of the 
things of which you were informed were not accurate. When 

you read this I hope you will reconsider the dismissal of Mr. 
Burling, of whom I can confidently say he is an outstanding 
teacher and an altogether good man. 


The meetings held by the natives and the resolutions passed, 
I had nothing to do with. They were of their own volition,

In the newspaper clipping it is stated that 
the children have attended well and made rapid progress, 
while on the other hand in the Inspectorts report it is 
steted that the attendance has been most irregular and 
that the teacher himself attributes his non-success to 
this fact. You can readily appreciate, therefore, hor 
difficult it is to reach a decision here that will be 
fair and equitable to the parties concerned. The 
monthly attendance returns have not been sent in resul- 
arly by this particular teacher. In the month of June 
last year, with an enrolment of 48 pupils, the averace 
attendance was 19; in March 23; and in December 35. 


I am asking Major MacKay, Indian Commissioner 
for British Columbia, to review conditions at Hazelton 
again and to let me have a definite recommendation. Just 
as soon as I hear from the Comnissioner I shall be glad to 
communicate with you again.

On receipt of your letter of February 18th, conditions 
existing at the Hazelton Indian Day School, with particular 
reference to the retention of Mr. Burling's services as teacher, 
were again reviewed with Inspector Barry. It is considered that 
nothing would be gained by inspecting the school again until 
November of this year or April of the coming year. It would not 
be a good move to transfer Mr. Burling to another school in 
this Province. If this teacher is to continue in the service of 
the Department it is felt he should do so at Hazelton and be given 
an opportunity until the school is again inspected to improve the 
standing of the various grades and follow the instructions given 
by the Inspector. This arrangement meets with the approval of 
Capt. Barry and in view of all the circumstances involved, might 
be acceptable to the Department. No doubt the Department will 
advise Capt. Mortimer and the Rt. Rev. Bishop Rix in due course 
of the decision made.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I have read Departmental letter 151-9-1 
dated February 18th 1939 with regard to the conditions 
existing at the Hazelton Indian Day School. 


My report on this school dated October 16th 
1938 sets out the conditions in considerable detail. It 
is not possible for me to visit this school again during 
the present academic year without great interference in 
the inspection work of schools not as yet visited. Further 
as I have little hope that there has been any great improvement 
at Hazelton, I believe that it is in the interests of the 
Department that I refrain from visiting that school till 
such time as I must carry out an inspection in the academic 
year 1939-40, probably either in October 1939 or April 1940. 


May I say that without in any way withdrawing 
anything I may have reported in a professional way with 
regard to the school or Mr Burling's work, I particularly 
wish to cooperate with Mr Hoey and Mr Phelan in the general 
administration policy. If it is felt by the Department that 
for various reasons it would be better to give way to the 
Anglican Bishop and retain Mr Burling as teacher for one 
more year I am perfectly willing to refrain from making any 
observation which might embarrass the Department. In all 
such cases my wish is that the Superintendent of Welfare 
and Training should know the exact conditions that exist. 
and in this case I am perfectly certain that the poor 
conditions at Hazelton are perfectly well understood. The 
people that object to the removal of Mr Burling are only a 
very small percentage of the Indians, ana outside the Indian 
Agent's reports and my own there is nothing to show that 
the Catholic and Salvation Army children outnumber the 
Anglican in Hazelton, 


May I suggest that Mr Burling be informed that 

if permitted to remain another year at Hazelton he simply 

must follow the instructions given to him by the Inspector 

of Indian Schools and improve the standing of the various 
Grades in his school. I believe that he should be further 
informed that the Department does not approve of meetings 

of protest in regard to criticsm of policy or officials, 

and that his further retention will depent entirely on the 
reports received from the Indian Agent and Inspector of Schools.

With reference to letter from Bishop Rix dated 
June 22nd, I am not able to deal with this letter as I do not 
know just what has happened lately with reference to the 
northern schools. 


I would ask, therefore, before you prepare a 
reply to the Bishop or a letter to the Department covering the 
nominations, to refer to Mr. Kinley's file. He was formerly 
teacher of the Gitlakdamix Indian Day Sehool. I think you will 
find that the Department decided ir. Kinley was not to be 
appointed as a teacher of any Indian Day School. He is not a 
trained teacher as you know, and was, in my opinion, a co plete 
failure at Gitlakdamix, from wiich position the Department 
eventually removed him. 


Reverend 3. Shewman is now really too oid for 
teaching work. I am not certain of his exact age but velieve 
it to be about sixty-five. It is mentioned in my reports on 
the Kitkatle school. Should Mr, Sherman desire to go to 
Netlakatla, ie would, I think, be quite a success there, at 
leat for a year or two. 


In general, I would not recommend for the coming 
acadewic year the appointment of any teacher who did not hold 
a professional certific:te of some sort given as the result of 
normal sehool training. 


With reference to the second last paragraph of 
Bishop Rix's letter, I may say that I am not aware of the 
circumstances leading up to the removal of the teacher from the 
Metlakatla Indian Day Sehool. I do not, however, recommend the 
appointment of a teacher in an Indian Day Sehool who as already 
been removed by the Department from a similar position in another 
school 


With reference to the last paragraph of Bishop 
Rix's letter, it would appear to me that the salaries at present 
paid by the Department for teachers holding first-class provineial 
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Dh. MacKay July 3rd, 1942. 


certificates are quite as good, if not better, than salaries 
paid by rural sehool boards to teachers doing similar work 
under the 3. C. Department of Education.

Replying to your letter of June 22, I wish to advise that 
the attendance at this school has been very irregular mainly due 
to sickness, there having been epidemics of ‘flu, mumps and 
measles during the year. However, some pupils have attended 
irregularly due to their families having moved away for indefinite 
periods on account of employment. For example, several families 
proceed to the canneries early in May to fish for spring salmon. 
mployment in war industries etc. has claimed others, whilet some 
trappers take the family with them. 


The school building, owned by the Anglican Church, is just 
ame as it has been for a long period of years and, no doubt, 
would have been vacated in favour of a new school but for the war. 


Sports days have been held in about every village sometime 
in May for years, and it is the practice of the teachers to mark 


the registers and dismiss the children on such occasions. Probably, 


in this case, no children attended on the afternoon in question. 
Children from other reserves attend with their parents, taking the 
whole day off. 


I do not think the Rev. Frank Burling enjoys good enough 
health to carry on as & teacher. He informed me last fall that 
he only accepted the position to accomodate Bishop Rix.

As no accommodation is available at 
Hazelton for a second classroom, it is recommended 
that the school be operated on this half day basis 
as long as the attendance warrants such procedure 
and until a new school can be built.

I wish to acknowledge your letter of December l2th, 
1944,enclosing copies of letters from the Right Reverend 
G.A. Rix and from Mrs. Katherine S.S. Bird, Teacher of 
the Hazelton Indian Day School. 


In talki the matter over with Mrs. Bird during the 
Christmas holi s it was decided to try out a method to 
cope with the number of pupils attending this school. For 
over two months now Mrs. Bird has taught grades 3-7 each 
morning and grades le2 each afternoon. This has been quite 
successful and each grade has really accomplished quite as 
much as previously when all classes were in school the entire 
day. Mrs. Bird informs me she has an attendance of over 20 
both in the forenoon and afternoon. 


The pupils of this school only stay away on account of 
sickness or on account of some other valid excuse. Mrs. Bird's 
personality has an attraction for the scholars and they attend 
quite regularly. 


According to my records there are 35 boys and 41 girls of 
school age belonging to this reserve but, so many families are 
away I have no knowledge as to the number of those not residing 
here. However, I think every child on the reserve at the 
present time is attending school. 


The month of May usually shows a decrease in attendance 
which becomes very marked in June. September also has a below 
average attendance. A large number of families are at the 
canneries during these three months which lowers the attendance 
considerably. The average attendance for 1944 is as followss-

May - 6.5 -. June - 4 Sept. = 23203

. Effect of Failure to File Form T.D.1 (Revised 
January 1946). In cases where Form T.D.1

INSTRUCTIONS TO THE EMPLOYER 


. If Form T.D.1 (Revised January 1946) Not 
Filed By Employee. Any employee who fails to 
file a completed Form T.D.1. (Revised January 
1946) must be regarded for tax deduction purposes 
as a single person without dependents. 


. Employer to Disallow Claims for Excessive 
Number of Dependents. To be entitled to the 
full tax credits for a dependent other than the 
taxpayer's own children or grandchildren 
(or children as defined in Item 8 (1) above), a tax- 
payer must contribute at least $400 per annum to 
the support of such dependent. Many persons are 
unaware of this limitation. For tax deduction pur- 
poses, employers will make deductions from the 
salary or wage of any employee claiming more than 
two such dependents in Toe 5 as if the employee 
had only two dependents in addition to his own 
children or grand-children (or children as defined 
in Item 8 (1) above). The employer will notify the 
employee that he must submit proof of any claim for 
more dependents to the District Inspector of Income 
Tax. If the employee proves to the satisfaction of 
the Inspector that he is entitled to further allow- 
ances, the employer will be advised accordingly. 


. Employer to Scrutinize Claims by Single Per- 
sons for Married Status. The definition of a 
“Self-contained Domestic Establishment” contained 
in Item 9 indicates clearly that a taxpayer is not 
entitled to claim Married Status by reason of sup- 
porting a dependent therein unless the dependent 
actually resides with the taxpayer. Therefore, 
employers are instructed to cheek the address shown 
under Item 4(C) or 4(E) with the taxpayer's own 
address in Item 2 (which should show where he is 
actually living at the time of making the declara- 
tion) and in every case where the addresses are not 
the same the employer must make deductions as if 
the taxpayer were a single person, with or without 
dependents as the case may be. 


. Employer's Responsibility Regarding Form 
T.D.1. The employer will have regard to the in- 
structions contained in Items 16 and 17 above and 
will otherwise make certain that the form is fully 
completed. If any employee shows children under 
16 years of age as dependents under Items 4 or 5, he 
must also complete Item 6 or the employer shall 
not take account of such dependents under 16 years 
of age for tax deduction purposes. He will also 


delete as a dependent under Item 5 the name of any 
person whom the employee has already listed in Item 
4 unless the claim for married status came within 
paragraph (C) thereof. If the employer has reason 
to believe that any of the information on this form is 
incorrect or false, he will not act upon the declaration 
until the employee has made the appropriate con- 
firmation or correction. In case of doubt, the matter 
should be referred to the District Inspector of 
Income Tax. 


. Action upon Receipt of Amended Form T.D.1 


during Currency of Year. Employees are re- 
quired to file an amended Form T.D.1 if any 
change occurs in status or dependents. The em- 
pore should give immediate effect to a change 
rom “Single” status to ‘Married’ status; to an. 
increase in the number of dependents and to any 
substantial change (i.e. in excess of $1.00 per 
month) in the Family Allowance cheque. A change 
from ‘‘Married” status to “Single” status (e.g. 
where the employee becomes a widower) should not 
be made effective until the first pay period in the 
next calendar year because the employee will still be 
entitled to claim ‘‘Married" status for the whole of 
the calendar year in which the change took place.

Anglicans and Salvationists are in about equal numbers 
on Hazelton Indian Reserve,although Mr.Boys' survey gave 
the Anglicans a small majority but this was due to rating 
the Ben McKenzie family as Catholics instead of Salvation 
army, in error according to my information. 


Mrs Jane Massey, who will take the Primary grade, 
is an Anglican and there would appear to be no valid objection 
to the appointment of a Protestant of another church, partic- 
ularly as the Anglican Church was asked by Mr.Boys if they 
could supply a teacher and they admitted that they were unable. 
Mr. Rendell is aware, of course, that the school is pretty 
mach on an undenominational basis and there is no room for 
the intrusion of any institutional bias. It is proposed 
thet he take the senior class in the class room now being 
prepared. 


As he has his own quarters I would recommend that he 
be paid on the same basis as Mrs Massey, that is, $131,00 
per month and would recommend approval of his application.
